THE BLACK YEAR. 


Preceding Calamities of 1883 
Dwarfed by a Horror Near 
Braidwood, III. 


The Floods Filled a Field with About 
Three Feet of Surface 
Water. 


Underneath Was a Soft-Coal Mine with 
Three Hundred Men at 
Work. 


The Water Suddenly Broke Through 
and Filled the Mine to the 
Surface, 


Seventy-four Dead "iners, Forty-six Widows, and 
Forty-nine Orphaas—Sceurs of 
Misery. 


A. Vivid Description of the Most Awful 
Tragedy in“ Illinois Coal-Min- 
ing History. 


Bratpwoop, III., Feb. 16.—[Special.}—The 
most awful tragedy which has ever visited 
the Wilmington coalfields occurred today at 
the No. 2.shaft of the Wilmington Coal- 
Mining & Manufacturing Company, known 
as the Diamond Company, three miles and a 
half northwest of this ¢ity. The little VII- 
lage of Diamond is a scene of desolation cal- 
culated to wring the heart of even the moat 
hardened to scenes of misery and wo. 

SEVENTY-FOUR VICTIMS. 

Sixty-eight men and six boys lie dead in 
the mine, and it may be weeks before even 
the melancholy satisfaction of recovering 
their bodies is accorded. No such calamity 
has ever befallen this section of country, or, 
for that matter, nothing as horrible has ever 
been chronicled in the history of mining in 
the United States. The destruction occurred 
in an instant, and came with overwhelming 
force. ; 

A COMMUNITY OF WIDOWS AND ORPHANS. 
In every home there is weeping and sorrow 

tor the Braidwood miners who will return 
no more. The whole population of Diamond 
is devoted to mining, and this crushing blow 
carries ruin to a hundred families. In sev- 
eral instances all the male members have 
been swept away, and what will be the future 
of Diamond it is impossible to forecast. 

SUMMING UP THE NUMBER OF VICTIMS. 

It was at first hoped that some of the men 
would come out alive, as there was a possi- 
ble chance that the water would clog up 
somewhere in the various passages and the 
men be rescued, but by3 o’clock it was 
generally conceded that they were ali 
dead. The water had risen nearly eighty 
feet in the main shaft, and the possibility of 
a clog could no longer Le conceived. When 
the excitement had abated to an extent that 
would allow an investigation, the sad work of 
summing up the dead began, and the numbers 
lust were greatly in excess of what was at 
first supposed. First it was twenty, then 
thirty, forty, fifty, sixty, and the latest au- 
thoritative reports place the number at 
seventy-four.

THE CAUSE. 


The tragedy of today was as unique as it 


was devastating. A section of prairie-land* 


| forty by ninety feet, over which the floods 


had extended until the water stood three or 
four feet deep, suddenly caved in, the re- 
sult being the instantaneous flooding of a 
mine in which 300 men and boys 
were at work. Inside of half an 
hour the water had extended to all parts of 
the workings, and tonight it stands within 
five feet of the top of the main shaft. Sev- 
enty-four human beings were choked to 
death in the grim recesses of the mine, 
NO HOPE. 

All hope of the possible rescue of any of 
these unhappy beings by the opening of a 
driveway from an old air-shaft into the work- 
ings was abandoned at dusk. when the water 
poured into the last-named shaft, and the 
workmen were compelled to abandon their 
last desperate attempt at the salvation of 


their fellows. 
WHERE THE MINE IS. 
The Diamond coal mine is located in the 


extreme corner of Will County, the little 
village where the miners live being just over 
the line in Grundy County. The Wilming- 
ton Coal Mining & Manufacturing Company, 
which operates this mine, adopted, years 
ago, the name of the Diamond for their coal, 
and their shafts and pits are known as Dia- 
mon No. I, Diamond No. 2, and so on. It is 
a stock company, incorporated under the 
State law, but its stock is in few hands. One 
of the leading holders is Hugh J. Jewett, 
of the Erie Railroad. The company has its 
main office in Chicago, and with three other 
institutions of similar character forms what 
is known as the Wilmington Coal Associa- 
tion. The scene of the horror of today was 
the Diamond Pit No. 2, which has been op- 
erated for about ten years, and in which 
anywhere from 200 to 400 men and boys were 
regularly employed. This morning from 290 
to 300 went to work, and by noon one-fourth 


the number were dead. 
A MIRACLE, 


The escape of the majority was almost by a 
miracle. The country around the mines is 
an almost dead-level prairie, and the recent 
tremendous rains have covered the whole 
country with water. Hundreds of actes of 
land are honeycombed by the mine-workings, 
many of which have been worked out and 
abandoned. It was through a break in one 
ofthe abandoned workings that the flood 


poured in today. 
THE SHAFT. 


The Diamond shaft No. 2 is ninety-two 
feet deep. Above the coal lies from seventy 
to 110 feet of earth. The coal-vein varies in 
thickness from two feet nine inches to three 
feet four inches. Above it is a layer of soap- 
stone, and it rests on a bed of fireclay. The 
vein winds and dips a good deal, and thus 
some parts of the mine are a good deal 
lower than others. 

WORKING THE VEIN. 

The manner of coal-mining in this section 
must be briefly explained before an under- 
standing can be had of the situation. A deep 
shaft is sunk, known as the main or hoisting - 
shaft, and beside this are built the engine- 
house and pumping-works. Access to the 
mingis attended by means ofa double cage 
or elevator, worked by steam. From the 
main shaft passages radiate in every direc- 
tion in which coal isto be found. The rule 
is that these passages must be four feet high 
and six feet wide. In some places seven feet 
is reached, according to the condition of the 
dirt or rock and the width and depth of the 
coal. In the Diamond No. 2 the excavations 
extend over eighty acres. A primitive 
tramway runs to the main passage or road. 
Thence it is hauled by mule power to the 
hoisting shaft. As the miners work into the 
coal they prop up the walls of their passages 
and rooms with soapstone and props of lum- 


ber. 
In addition to the main hoistinge-shaft each 


mine is more or less liberally provided with 
alr and escapement shafts. The Diamond 
No. 2 had two of these. The one by 
which the men escaped was about 
150 yards from the main shaft and 
the others Were above the old workings. The 
point where the cave-in occurred was in the 
abandoned workings east of the main shaft, 
and the miners were employedin the western 
part, none being within a quarter of a 
thile of it, and many almost 
athirdof a mile away. One hundred and 
fifty feet from the main shaft and that much 
nearer the miners was the air-shaft by which 
so many lives weresaved. From the main shaft 
to the east there was a gradual rise, while from 
the shaft to the new workings in which the 
men were there was a fall in the dip of the 
coal strata. In one part of this section, how- 
ever, there was afaultin the coal deposit 
which here came about seventeen feet neéar- 
er the surface than the general level, 
SCENES AT THE MINES. 

About 11:30 the rumor spread among the 
population of the mining village that the 
ground had caved in over the main road way 
in the Diamond Shaft No. 2, and that the 
water that had stood in a large pond on the 
surface of the prairie was rushing into the 
passages of the mine, entting off the miners 
and holding them in the passage. Upon the 
spreading of the rumor large crowds of 
miners’ wives, children in arms, rushed 
toward the scene of the catastrophe, anx- 
ious to hear of their husbands, brothers, and 
sons who were employed in the mines.

FINANCE AND TRADE. 

AN UNSETTLED CONDITION APPARENT. 

New York, Feb. 16.—(Special.}]—The F. 
nancial Chronicte will say of the business 
situation tomorrow: There has been no ine 
provement in the situation the past week. 
The truth is that just now there are so many 
circumstances favoring the indulgence of 
vague fears, it is not surprising the public 
should be a tittle nervous and unsettled. The 
situation, it is farther feared, might make 
the calling of an extra session almost un- 
Under such cireugistances it is 
no wonder that enterprise drags and busi- 
ness prospects are somewhat uncertain. But 
the anxiety has been aggravated this week by 
the floods, which have lately become so very 
destructive along the line of the Ohio River. 
This influence acts unfavorabiy lu a double 
way—first, because of its immediate eflect 
through the losses incurred and the inter 
ference with busiuess and railroad trafiic re- 
sulting, and further by reason of the fears it 
excites of floods in the Nr Valley. 
The week has been fruitful in special events 
of more or less importance in their bearing 
upon the markets. Promineut among them 
was the lease by the Western Union of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company. Still 
another unfavorable development was the 
circumstance that this lease does not seem to 
put an end to the litigation against the West- 
ern. It has rather furnished the occasion or 

rovocation for a new legal proceeding, 
Most likely this fact, and to some extent also 
thie death of ex-Gov. Morgan, who is report- 
ed to be one of the largest holders of the 
stock, helped the down tendency. 

UNDER A CLOUD, 

Erie bonds and stocks have in like manner 
been under a cloud this week. The special 
cause Which has acted against this prop- 
erty has been the deeislon last week 
of the managers to issue a col- 
lateral trust mortgage. Another in- 
fluence working against the market has 
been the continued decrease in earnings of 
the roads in the extreme Northwest. This, 
however, as we explained last week, ts prob- 
ably wholly temporary, due to storms and 
snow. ‘The Ohio Hood has also been made of 
special use to affect the values of Louisville 
& Nashville and the stocks of other roads in 
that section of the country. On the other 
hand, all the Southwestern foads were in 
the early part of the week favourably affected 
by ludefinit rumors with ragard toa confer- 
ence of the managers of these roads, at which 
something of importance would be decided. 
So far as we are at present informed, noth- 
ing decisive has been agreed upon, but it is 
probable that all differences between the 
roads west of the Mississippi River will be 
speedily settled. After the adjournment of 
the meeting on Tuesday the Wabashs de- 
ciined, and the other Southwestern stocks 
were more or less active as the result of 
manipulation, buton Thursday and Friday 
the whole market fell off under the influence 
of the unfavorable news regarding the Tresh- 
ets on the Ohio. One of the strongest stocks in 
the middle of the week was the illinois Cen- 
tral, which advanced on the announcement of 
u 17 per cent scrip dividend. The presence 
of non-professionals is not discernible in the 
market. There is a large short interest, but 
the leaders appear content to prevent any 
serious decline. 

THE MONEY MARKET.

THE PACIFIC ROADS, 

JOINT ARRANGEMENTS FOR COAST TRAFFIC. 

New York, Feb. 16.— [Special. —Oflicers 
of the Union Pacific and Northern Pacific 
tailroads have perfagted arrangements for 
an interchange of traffic and the establish- 
ment and maintenance of rates, whereby un- 
necessary building of railroads will be 
avoided, unprofitable competition prevented, 
and amicable relations between the two sys- 
tems preserved. The negotiations for the 
Union Pacifie were conducted by Sidney 
Dillon, the President, T. L. Kimball, the 
Assistant General Manager, and E. P. 
Vining, the Freignt-Traffic Manager, and for 
the Northern Pacific by Henry Villara, the 
President, Gen, T. F. Oakes, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, John Muir, the Superintendent of 
Traffic, and J. M. Hannaford, the 
General Freight Agent. By the general plan 
agreed upon the Northern Pacific will, upon 
its completion in July to Littie Blackfoot, 
Montana Territory, where the Utah North- 
ern and Union Pacific Roads intersect it, lay 
a third rail on its main line from that point 
to Helena, a distance of about forty-eight 
miles. The Utah Northern is a narrow-gage 
road, while the Northern Pacific is a stand- 
ard gage. The Utah Northern, in turn, will 
lay a third rail on its road from Little 
Biackfoot to Butte City, to enable 
the Northern Pacilic to run its broad- 
gage cars. over the line. Thus both 
roads will be able to run their own cars and 
engines to the most important points in 
Montana and no transshipment Will be re- 


quired.

STORM AND FLOOD. 
OBSTRUCTION TO RAILROADS AND TELE- 
GRAPH LINEA. 

New Long, Feb. 16.—fSpecial.}|—The dif- 
ficulty experienced in working the telegraph 
wires was continued today, although there 
was nu serious detention of messages re- 
ceived. At the Western Union office it was 
stated by the manager that all day the wires 
had worked poorly, but at no tiine had the 
business run over half an hour behind. The 
facilities for reaching St. Louis were te 
duced one-half, while to Chicago they were 
about one-third less than usual. At the 
Mutual Union office it was said there was 
no change for the better in the work- 
ing of the wires, and, if any- 
thing, there had been a little 
more difficulty in sending messages to West- 
ern points. bout two-thirds of the asual 
facilities could be made available. The wires 
of the Lattimore & Ohio also worked hard 
but there was little delay in the sending of 
messages. Chicago was only fifteen minutes 
behind, aud there was communication with 
Loutsville, St. Louis, and Cincinnati. 

All through trains from the West were late 
in reaching this city, although the detentions 
were not in most cases sefious. On the Penn- 
Sylvania Road the morning trains from the 
West were one and one-half hours late 
and the train due at 11:20 a. m. arrive: 
about | o’clock. On the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western the three trains frem the 
West were an hour late each. Very few 
Western tickets were sold on the trunk lines 
today on account of the floods, although the 
tickets to the points on the line of inunda- 
tion were not withdrawn. Ou the New York 
Central tickets were sold by way of the Bee 
Line to central Western points, and the Bal- 
timore & Ohio was selling tickets to Cincin- 
nati by way of Indianapolis. Tickets to St. 
Louis were also sold only by way of Indian- 
apoiis and Chicago, as the Ohio & Mississippi 
Road was blocked by the flood. 


LIVING AFTER DEATH. 
GENEROUS BEQUESTS OF THE LATE WILI- 
IAM k. DODGE. 

New York, Feb. 16. — [Special.] — The 
Tribune will publish the will of the late 
William E. Dodge tomorrow, on which day 
it will be filed in the Sarrogate’s office. The 
will is dated May 27, 1881, and follows other 
wills which Mr. Dodge had made im former 
years. In one $25,000 was mentioned as hay- 
ing been subscribed toward the new build- 
ing of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tien at Fourth avenue and Twenty-third 
street, and the amount left unpaid at the time 
of his death was to be paid out of the estate. 
Mrs. Dodge and William E. and D. Stuart 
Dodge are the executors. Mrs. Dodge by 
the will receives a large share of the estate 
to use as she desires without any restric- 
tions. The home at No. 225 Madison avenue, 
with all its furniture, is also given to Mrs. 
Dodge, whe also receives the summer resi- 
dence at Tarrytown. Each of the seven 
sons receives an equal amount of money and 
the extensive business interests, of which 
the estate is largely engaged by them. The 
stocks are not to be sold at once, and five years 
are given before all the bequests are to be paid 
Mr. Dodge's sisters, grandchildren, and other 
relatives are all generously remembered. It 
is estimated that Mr. Dodge’s estate, if kept 
together until it can be disposed of satisfac- 
torily, will net about $5,000,000, Mr. Dodge 
had for many years a fund from which he 
educated young men for the ministry, and 
this fund is continued, $50,000 being set 
apart for that purpose. The American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions re- 
ceives an additional gift of 350,000, The 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions re- 
Ceives 30,000. ‘The Syrian /rotestant Col- 
lege, at Beyreut, of which he laid the 
corner-stone in 1872. has a prominent place. 
The American Tract Society is a legutee. and 
so are the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
the Museum of Natural History in Central 
Park. The Christian Home for Intemperate 
Men was recently given $12,000, and is not 
mentioned in the will. The rest of the be- 
quests. relate to Southern institations, The 
negro at Atlanta, Ga., Lincoln Univer- 
sity, and Hampton and Carlisle Institutes re- 
ceive considerable sums. The whole amount 
given to benevolent objeets is about 8350, 000, 
in sums rauging from 32,000 to $50,000, 


THE LAST HONORS, 
FUNERAL OF EX-GOV. k. b. MORGAN. 

New York, Feb. 16.—[{Special.}—The fu- 
neral of the late E. D. Morgan took place 
this afternvon at the brick Presbyterian 
Church on Fifth avenue. At least 1,800 peo- 
ple attended the services in the church, and 
probably half as many more were turned 
away in the rain after the doors were closed. 
A large number of the friends and business 
associates of ex-Gov. Morgan, includmg the 
boards of direction of the corporations and 
institutions in which he held membership, 
gathered in the mansion opposit the church 
before the hour advertised for the 
funeral. The body lay in state in 
black-clothfcovered coffin. A large cross of 
ivy leaves, entwined by a wreath of roses, 
stood at the head. Upon the coffin were 
wreathes of violets and roses, branches of 
palm, and bunches of pure white lilies, Ata 
quarter past 3 o’clock the Rey. Henry J.

THE INSANE BENGINERR AGAIN IN CUSTODY. 

New York, Feb. 16.— [Special. —A hack 
drove hurriedly to police headquarters this 
wornting, and William A. Kennedy, a saloon- 
keeper, sprang out and asked for Acting 
Superintendent Thorne. He stated that 
George E. Mahan, the engineer, who, while 
in Bellevur Hospital, insane from delirium 
tremens, killed Michael Kelleher, a fellow, 
patient, and having apparently recovered, 
was released on bail by Coroner Merkle, had 
relapsed into insanity, and was at large, no 
one knew where. Mr. Kennedy. was his 
bondsman. Mahan had twice attempted sui- 


cide, once by setting fire to his bed and 
once by jumping from a window Defore 
he committed murder, and being an athietic 
fellow he is extremely dangerous when 
violent. Inspector Thorne sent out an 
alarm to all the precincts, warning the police 
to make immediate and thorough search 
for Mahan. Every ward detective was 
ordered out to look for him, and 
detectives were sent from n 
to ald in the search, ahan, 
who stopped in the house of his brother 
Thomas, on getting up this morning showed 
symptoms of returning insanity, le ge- 
cused his brother of beng “after him” and 
of having poisoned the coffee and water 
to kill him. The brother in alarm ran 
to arouse Mr. Kennedy, incautiously lcavi 
the insane murderer alone with his wife 
two small children. When he was gone 
Mahan accused the woman ef having a poker 
concealed in her dress o assault 
him, and demanded his watch and 
chain a sum of money on the 
spot. His sister-in-law gave him #845 
and her watch to make him go, and locked 
the door after him. When Kennedy re- 
turned to his house at 10:30 o’clock he found 
Mahan there. He spoke about gving 
into the country, and was greatly ex- 
cited. Kennedy promised to assist bim, 
and by strategem got him to the 
Twenty-second Street Police Station. When 
within half a block of it, however, Mahan 
stopped. He became abusive, and Mr. Ken- 


nedy ran toward the station. Eacountering ° 


on bis way a patrolinan, he warned him not 
to allow Mahan, who had stated toward 
Third avenue, to get out of sight till he re- 
turned with aid. Policemen were sent out at 
once, and Mahan was arrested. Mahan's 
friends believe that past excesses have made 
him hopelesly insane. Before he began to 
drink, after the death of his wife, two years 
ago, Mahan was considered a capital engi- 
neer. In the afternoon he was committed to 
the Tombs. There he will be examined by 
Dr. Hardy as to his mental condition, and if 
the developments warrant it he will be com- 
mitted to the insane asylum. 


FIRE PROTECTION, 
DRY-GOODS MERCHANTS ALARMED. 

New York, Feb. 16.—|Special.|—The mer- 
chants in whatis known as the dry-goods 
district—in which section of the city goods 
valued at upwards of $270,000,000 are stored 
—are agitating better means of protection 
from fire. This region contains 1,562 build- 
ings. In them 21,000 operatives are employed. 
Eighty-one of them are unscheduled build- 
ings, and are considered dangerous in case 
of fire. Only five of the entire number are 
considered by underwriters to be of the 
first class. There are 503 of these 
buildings ‘over o feet high, 170 
over 80, BW over W, 7 over 10, 
and one reaches 135 feet. A ‘few have iron 
shutters, Theelevators, stairs, and skylights 
are seldom protected, Many of these ape 
ures are very large, and contain much com- 
bustible material. The merchants claim that 
the water-supply is inadequate in case of fru, 
and urge the erection of poms engines in 
the unoccupied space at City4iall Park. At 
their meeting today they also took a decided 
position against telegraph-wires in the 
streets, holding,’ in a series of resolutions, 
that the presence of telegraph and other 
wires in the streets of the city preventing 
ready access to the upper stories of bulld- 
ings, and interfering with the operations of 
the fire department, is an element ef danger 
to property which should not de vermit- 
ted to exist, and that the merchants and prop- 
erty-owners will use their influence and et- 
forts to compel the removal of such wires, 
and to require them to be placed under- 
ground.

St. Cloud 
Hotel, bat he was never married to 
her and never gave her the slightest reason 
to imagine that she was his wife He not 
only never married her, but he never prom- 
ised to marry her.

Frederick C. Havemeyer also affirms that 
he $s the father of the defendant and that his 
son has for the last twenty years lived with 
him at his country home, except when he 
was temporarily in the city. Heand all the 
members of his family have always believed 
that hisson had no wife. Society also re- 
ceived his son as an unmarried man. The 
defendant, in an affidavit, denies that he 
ever told the plaintiff that he was worth

The hospital adjoin- 
ing was allotted to wonfen and children, of 
whom there were about 250 in the building. 
The fire originated in the drymg-reom 
of the bake-honse. It broke out about 10 
o'clock and spread rapidly. There is a 
stem fire engine on the island belonging to 
the department, and a stream of water was 
directed on the flames within ten 
minutes after the fire was discovered. 
The fire engine belonging to 
City Lunatie Asylum was also at the scene 
of the fire very soon afterward, and also lent 
its services. A high wind was blowing from 
the northwest directly toward the hospital, 
and Superintendent O'Brien deemed it ad- 
visable to remove the inmates to a place 
of safety without delay. Stretchers were 
obtained, and all the patients were removed 
in safety to a building about 500 feet from the 
hospital. The action required great caution, 
for among tbe patients were twenty-five 
women who are about to become mothers 
and twenty-six who have only recently been 
confined.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Special.}— 
As indicated last night the Tariff bill was 
temporarily laid aside in the House today, 
and nearly the entire session was devoted to 
the Legislative Appropriation bill, which was 
finally passed.

scinding of the order issued by Postmaster- 
General Key forbidding the delivery of reg- 
istered letters addressed to the agents of 
lottery schemes. 

CUTTING DOWN THE MACHINE: 

In regard to the proposed reduction of Col- 
lectors of internal Revenue, as contemplated 
in the Legislative and Executive Appropria- 
tion bill, the officials of that bureau have 
been studying the subject, and find that the 
work can be maintained at its present effi- 
cient standard by the employment of depu- 
ties in a number of districts. An increase 
of one Collector is needed in California, one 
in Louisiana, and one in Texas. A reduction 
could be made without serious inconven- 
jience as follows: Two in New York, two in 
Pennsylvania, two in New Jersey, one in 
North Carolina, one in 9 one in 
Connecticut, one in indiana, one in Lilinois, 
and one in Michigan. The IIlinois district 
which it is thought may be abolished is the 
one of which Jonathan Merriam is now Col- 
lector. There is said to be now but one dis- 
tiliery in that district. 

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 

Ot the three members of the commerce 
sub-committee—Page of California, Horr of 
Michigan, and Ross of New Jersey—the first 
has two items for his district amounting to 
$110,000, where the unexpended apovropria- 
tions for the same objects are already $462,- 
000. IHoar has a single item of $150,000, and 
the unexpected sum on hand for it is now 
$124,000. Ross hasitems of $87,000, and the 
sum now on hand is $188,000. An examina- 
tion of the present billshows that it makes 
numerous additional appropriations for ob- 
jeets which were shown, on the testimony of 
engineers, in Secretary Lincoln’s report, to 
be unnecessary, and therefore wasteful. In 
his report Mr. Lincoln gave the namesof 
ninety-one places for which appropriations 
were made in last year’s bill where only 
very insignificant benefits to commerce were 
obtainable by the expenditure of publie 
money. But the committee have gone on 
appropriating money, though in less amount, 
forjmany of these places. 

THE CASE OF EDWARD MURRAY, OF CHI- 
CAGO. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 16.—The atten- 
tion of the Postmaster-General was called to 
the case of Edward Murray, arrested for 
stealing mall-matter from the tops of letter- 
boxes in Chicago, and released because there 
appeared to be no law that would hit his 
case. Judge Howe summoned the Assistant 
Attorney-General and made an investigation. 
The latter gave as his opinion that Murray 
could have been held under Sec. 5,469 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, which 

rescribes a punishment for the unlaw- 

ul taking of wmail-matter from any let- 
ter-box, station, or other authorized 
postal depository. Now the departinent has 
ruled. that the tops of letter-boxes are au- 
thorized postal depositories. Judge Howe 
was of theopinion that Murray could have 
been held under the State law providing 
punishment for larceny. The Postmaster- 
General said the matter wouid be referred 
to the Department of Justice, and if any de- 
fect in the law exists it should be remedied.

Disgust of This “William Smith” on 
Learning Dorsey Had Kept Books 
~ Making the False Bet. 


Wasntneton, D. C., Feb. 16,—[Spectal.]— 
Despair was pictured upon the faces of all 
the défendants in the star-route case today 
except upon that of Rerdell, the witness who 
was telling the damning story of the guilt of 
himself and of his coconspirators. There 
was still a jest upon the lips of Col. Bob 
Ingersoll, one of Dorsey’s counsel, and an et- 
fort to laugh Rerdell’s story down the 
wind. But the attempt was not successful, 
for that court-room today was no jesting- 
place, and the jeers and laughter were 
not in harmony with the occasion. 
There was no smile upon the face of 
Miner, whose sullen features were darker 
and more wrinkled than ever, and Brady’s 
fluffy face, despite the color which good 
cheer and the heated room gave to it, 
showed, almost for the first time, the anxiety 
which he cannot fail to feel when he seems 
to be connected directly, under the name of 
“ William Smith,” with having been a par- 
ticipant in the star-route booty. There is 
but one comment inside and outside the 
court-room, apart from the benches 
upon which the defendants and 
their counsel sit. The belief is 
general that the evidence which the 
Government has, and the further evidence 
which it is quite certain the Government is 
yet to bring, will connect all the defendants 
under the charge of conspiracy in such a 
way that there can be but one cause assigned 
tor it if a jury shall bring in a verdict of not 
guilty. The Government case has never 
seemed so strong as it does tonight. 

THE DAY'S WORK. 

Rerdell was kept upon the stand the whole 
day, and was engaged in great part in identi- 
fying handwritings and documents. An- 
other day will be spent upon this work, 
and the marvelous story that will be 
presented to the jury by the Government 
counsel, on the basis of thie confession, cor- 
roborated as every detail of it will be by 
documentary and other evidence, cannot fail 
to startle the country. . Yesterday Rerdell 
was engaged in showing how he got into 
conspiracy. Today he commenced to tell 
what he did when in it, and it is to be re- 
membered that Rerdell was but one, and that 
a subordinate one, of the conspirators. This 
story will be found in full elsewhere. 
It shows that, at ex-Senator Dor- 
sey’s direction, he was engaged in 
manufacturing the paper applications 
upon which the postal’ routes were expe- 
dited; that he extended one route sixty miles 
to what he called “a paper post-office” 
which he had never seen; that he filled in 
falsely and altered them when genuine, 
forged the names of fictitious persons, in- 
creased, under Dorsey’s direction, by a stroke 
of his pencil, the amount of stock employed, 
in consequence of fictitious expedition, 200 
per cent as a rule; that he had a cash ac- 
count of S. W. Dorsey on a letter-head of 
the United States Senate Chamber, in which 
there was an entry to William Smith of 
$18,000, and ex-Senator Dorsey re- 
buked his private secretary for hav- 
ing been so stupid as not to know 
before that William Smith” meant First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Brady; that 
Rerdell, the day he went to jail as a scape- 
goat on the other trial, had in his office 
much correspondence between himself and 
Dorsey and many of these fraudulent peti- 
tions: that when he returned from jail he 
found many of these petitions torn up upon 
the floor, and most of the letters missing ; and 
that in his absence one man, and that one 
man S..W. Dorsey, had a key to his office. 
“In short,” said Mr, Merrick, Government 
counsel, tonight, “there can no longer be 
any doubt about the case. If there shall be 
any other verdict than guilty there can be 
but one reason for it. And Dorsey planned

ers, whose only occupation is fleecing a con- 
fiding public by means of specious promises. 


PRACTICAL POLITICS AND HIGH LICENSE. 

A majority of the Democrats in the Lili- 
nois Legislature have evineed a disposition 
to retard and if possible defeat the consider- 
ation of the high-license question. by filibus- 
tering. On Thursday they took advantage 
of a debate which extended beyond the 
hour at which high license was fixed as the 
special order to postpone the subject. In the 
first place, these obstructive tactics indicate 
a conscious weakness on the part of the fac- 
tion opposed to a uniform State license; in 
the next place, the Democrats who join in 
this movement will find themselves at vari- 
ance with a considerable portion of their 
party throughout the State, and their course 
will damage their own and their party’s 
political interests. The “ Independent par- 
ty“ (Haines, of Waukegan), in acting with 
the obstruchonists, is betraying the people he 
represents, for the mass of both Democrats 
and Republicans who voted for him in Lake 
County believe thoroughly in the proper 
regulation of the liquor traffic. Mr. Haines 
is in very poor business when he makes him- 
self the attorney of the riffraif and the refuse 
of the saloons agninst all the reputable citi- 
zens of both parties. 

The Democratic members who are oppos- 
ing high” license are proceeding upon false 
premises in organizing an opposition thereto. 
They probably confuse thisstrong issue with 
the weak prohibition issue, and assume that 
the patty advantage which they gained by 
taking sides against coercive teetotalism and 
the impracticable eranks who urged it may 
be repeated by antagonizing the popular 
movement for high license. They are vastly 
mistaken. The two-issues are radically dif- 
ferent. Good judgment and the experience 
of other States both pronounce prohibition 
by constitution or statute to be wholly im- 


practicable. But good judgment and the ex- 


perience of other States and cities, per con- 
tra, are equally agreed that the excesses of 
the liquor traffic and the evils of drunk- 
enness can be materially restrained 
and reduced by stiff taxation. People 
who were unwilling to enter upon a 
hopeless crusade against the manufacture 
and sale of liquor, which was sure to pre- 
cipitate serious political and social disturb- 
ances, will give their hearty support to a 
license system which roots out the worst half 
of the saloons, makes the survivors less dis- 
reputable, and compels them to compensate 
the community for the expenses they entail. 
Public good and not partisan. attachment is 
the criterion for the support of such a license 
system: Democratic taxpayers by the thou- 
sand will be found in favor of it as well as 
Republican taxpayers, It is in the interest 
of all respectable and law-abiding ciasses— 
whether Republicans, Democrats, or Inde- 
pendents in politics—whether they drink or 
not, to limit the nuinber of saloons in every 
community to the needs of the bibulous pub- 
lic classes and to keép them on their good 
behavior. 

The attitude which many of the Democratic 
members of the Lilinois Legislature have 


taken in this matter is evidently influenced 


by a mistaken view of the result of the issue 
in the Ohio election. They assume apparent- 
ly that the Republicans were beaten in Ohio 
because they supported high license. This 
mistake is as glaring as the other which con- 
fuses high license and prohibition. The 
issue in Ohio was complicated by a number 
of adverse conditions. It did not stand 
alone. It was weighted down by a penal 
act compelling the German beer-saloons to 
close up on Sunday, which was prohibition 
as to one day in the week and an especial at- 
tack upon the personal habits of the Germans. 
The law which had been passed by the Ohio 
Legislature in violation of the Constitution of 
that State was also to a certain degree 
a penal code. It required the saloonkeepers 
to give special bonds to keep the peace and 
observe the laws of the State, and in other 
ways treated them all as a criminal class out 
on special bail, All this was exceedingly 
humiliating to those engaged in the liquor 
traffic, and arrayed them solidly against the 
party which advocated such uncalled-for 
legislation. Nothing of this nature is pro- 
posed in this State. The demand is simply 
for a uniform license tax of not less than 
$500, with the double purpose of providing 
additional revenue for the local governments 
and restraining the excesses and abuses of 
the liquor traffic. 

There is another aspect of the question 
which the Democratic politicians cannot 
afford to ignore. The people engaged in the 
liquor traffic in this State are divided in their 
opinions and interests. The politicians wil! 
make another mistake if they think that they 
or their party can secure the unani- 
mous and active. support of the en- 
tire saloon class by opposing high license. 
Of the 4,000 saloonkeepers in Chicago 
it is within strict bounds to estimate that at 
least 1,000 are in favor of high license. ‘The 


The better class of saloonkeepers are con- 
vinced that their business will be inoreased 
by weeding out 1,500 to 2,000 of the worst 
saloons far beyond the additional sum they 
will be required to pay; they know, too, that 
the liquor traffic will then be better protected 
agaiust fanatical assault, that the surviving 
saloons will be more respectable than new, 
and their own standing will be materially im- 
proved. Business profits and personal pride 
alike suggest to the first-class saloonkeepers 
the advantage which high license will-bring 
them. Of the other 3,000 saloons in Chicago 
suother 1.000 regard the agitation for high 
license with more or less indifference, feel- 
— they can survive it, and 

it is very likely to increase 


reasons for this are manifold and obvious. 
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‘interest of the criminal lawyers to cut off 


lation, because they know that all or the great 
majority of them will have to go out of busi- 
ness and seek some better way of earning a 
living; certainly the politicians need appre- 
hend no effective revenge from this class, for 
their influence will vanish when their saloons 
close. What is true of Chicago is equally 
true of every other community of the State 
in proportion to the number of saloons it 


contains; the saloonkeépers will be found | 
divided in sentiment every where. 

These are considerations to which the 
practical politicians should give due weight, 
tor they are apt to do themselves and their 
party interests more harm than goud by 
standing in the way of high license. If they 
are impelled by any real sympathy with the 
saloonkeepers they will do their friends a 
favor by aidmg the movement for a $500 
license; for, if that be defeated now, & suc- 
cessful popular agitation will be set on foot 
for a $1,000 license, which the next Legis- 
lature will not refuse. 
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OPENING OF THE ‘ENGLISH T PARLIAMENT. 

The English Parliament is once more in 
session, and the Queen has sent in her ons- 
tomary speech. The address to the Lords 
briefly reviews foreign affairs, but contains 
nothing of special interest. The address to 
the Liouse of Commons is more to the pur- 
pose, and foreshadows some of the enact- 
ments which it is expected will be consum- 
mated, such as the establishment of a Court 
of Criminal Appeal for preventing corrupt 
practices, the amendment and perpetuation 
of the Ballot act, and measures for more ef- 
fectualiy securing to tenants in England and 
Seotiand compensation for agricultural im- 
provements. In a general way it is also 
hoped that the Commons wil! deal with some 
legislative wants of Ireland for which 
no provision has been made. It ts 
somewhat singular that two or three 
very importafit measures, which constitute 
as it were the very backbone of the Liberal 
policy, are not mentioned in the program 
furnished to the Queen’ by the Ministers, 
among them the reorganization and consoli- 
dation of the Government of London, the ab- 
volition of the rotten-borough system, the re- 
form of the County Gevernments, the erec- 
tion of rural districts into municipalities, the 
redistribution of séats in Parliament, and the 
other details which look toward the exten- 
sion of the suffrage and the establishment of 
such electoral reforms as will tend to do 
away with the present unjust and uneven 
methods of parliamentary representation. 
The absence of any mention of these meas- 
ures In the Queen’s speech, and the absence 
of the great leader who would have them in 
charge, make it not unlikely at least that any 
reforms will be reached in that direction. 

There are some bills of minor importance 
not specified in the Queen’s speech which 
will engage the attention of the Commons, 
and the lrish question may be relied upon to 
provide a plentiful crop of topics of a more 
or less exciting kind for discussion. Indeed 
the Commons was hardly in its chairs before 
Mr. Parnell and others were ready with a 
handful of motions pertaining to Healy’s ar- 
rest, amendments to the Land act, and the 
abolition of the Irish Viceroyalty. Between 
the [rish members and Bradlaugh, with his 
popular backing, trying to get into his seat 
again, the openuig of the session will not be 
without interest. Among the measures of 
minor importance to be introduced are re- 
forms in the criminal code and certain 
changes in the license laws so as to make 
good the deficiency in the revenue trom 
spirituous liquors. 

lt is a misfortune for the Liberals, not- 
withstanding their decided majority, that 
their great leader is absent on account of his 
health. His place upon the floor is filled by 
the Marquis of Hartington, an able leader, 
without doubt. It is likely, too, that he has 
the benefit of communication with Mr. Glad- 
stone, and that he would not act in any seri- 
ous matter without his chief’s advice and 
suggestion; but there may come emergencies 
when the absence of the great statesman will 
be deeply felt, for at such times personal 
presence and magnetism have an immense 
effect in encouraging followers. and in 
dispiriting the opposition. This was shown 
on several occasions during the excited 
discussions of the Egyptian war and 
the Irish troubles of last spring. Soldiers 
always fight better under their old leader. 
Though he may have planned all the details 
of a battle, they xo into it with more heart 
knowing that he is present. It will not be all 
smooth sailing even with the closure and the 
influence of Mr. Gladstone’s personal pres- 
ence. His ready skill and overwhelming 
power will be missed in the excited dis- 
cussions which are bound to take place upon 
some questions, It is cheering to know, how- 
ever, that there is a steady movement among 
the thinking men of both parties in Parlia- 
ment toward a just, wise, and liberal policy, 
particularly toward Ireland, the social con- 
dition of which has greatly improved. 
Agrarian disorders have almost entirely 
ceased, and with the aid of the con- 
fessions which have been made by 
some Of the members of the secret 
societies, the Government is in a posi- 
tion to crush out those pests which 
have done so much to keep Ireland back and 
prevent the proper operation of the Land act. 
While the omission of the measures specitied 
above is unatcountable, still the work of this 
session will be watched with great interest. 
as it involves some important reforms of a 
liberal kind, which if adopted will greatly 
strengtiien the Government. At the same 
time it is well to remember, should it be im- 
possible for Mr. Gladstone to return to his 
post at a critical time, that disaster may over- 
take the Ministers, for the opposition is not 
weakened by the loss of any of its members. 
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FIRST STEP IN LAW-REFORM. 

A partial triumph for criminal-law reform 
was gained in the State Senate when Senator 
Morris’ bill in regard te indictments was 
ordered to a third reading. This bill pro- 
vides as follows: 

Sec. I. Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter no 
bill of indictment or crimioal information shall 
vo quashed because of any formal defect there- 
in, nor because the offense charged is not stated 
im the indictment or information iu the lau- 
guage of the statute creati the offense, but 
the same may, at any time before a jury is im- 
paneled, be amended upon motion of the attor- 
ney rye: the prosecution, upon such 
terms as the rt may prescribe; provided 
that no imoodoed shall be made so as to charge 
any defendant with an offense other than that 
attempted and intended to be charged by tne 
grand jury iu cases of imdictment, or attempted 
and intended to be charged by the State's- Attor- 
ney or prosecuting Witness in cases of informa- 
tion; and the intention of the grand jury in 
cases of indictment, and the intention of the 
State’s- Attorney or prosecuting witness in cases 
of information shall be ascertained by the court 
only from inspection of the indictment or in- 
formation sougbt to be amended. 


A motion to strike out the enacting clause 
of the bill was.defeated by a vote of 31 to 14, 
and the third reading was ordered by a vote 
of 26to 14. The significance of this triumph 
is found in the fact that a similar proposi- 
tion, Incorporated In one of Senator Ray's 
law-reform bills, was rejected by the Senate 
Judiciary Commitwe, and the success which 
‘Senator Morris’ bill has found up to this 
point indicates that trades-union hostility 
entertained dy some of the lawyers on the 
Judiciary Committee to an tinprovement of 
the criminal code is not shared by a majority 
of the Senate. This faet holds out a gvod 
promise for the adoption of the law-reform 
‘measures demanded by the people.

or fall by the evidence, and the law would be 
construed by the court. The eriminal law- 
vers, as a class, are in the habit of relying for 
the most part upon the quirks and quibbles 
of the law to secure continuances and new 
trials, and thereby wear out public interest 
and the persistence of the prosecution. To 
eliminate these opportunities from the law 
would be to deprive most of them of their 
stock in trade. Lawyers of native ability, 
jearning, and experience have other means 
at their command, but the shysters who de- 
pend upon the criminals for their clientele 
are naturally opposed to amendments of the 
criminal law which shall assurea speedy and 
impartial trialon the merits of every case. 
The surprising element in the opposition 
which law-reform encounters at the hands of 
the legal profession generally is that the 
sentiment of guild should be so strong as to 
induce lawyers of good standing to take 
sides with the shysters in so many instances.

WHO GET THE PROTECTION - PROFITS— 
THE BOSSES OR THE HANDS! 

There is probably nothing the Congres- 
sional hireling of the protection boss loves so 
much to dwell upon as the alleged horrible 
effects of untaxed trade on the artisan popu- 
lation of Great Britain, and to contrast their 
supposed miserable, pauper state with the 
highly-paid, happy condition of Anierican 
workmen who labor tn protected shops for 
highiy-proteeted bosses. It is boldly assert- 
ed in Congress every five minutes that nearly 
all the benefits of high protection-taxes on 
the public at large go to the workmen, eon- 
duemg to their profit alone, and only a small 
part finds its way into the pockets of the em- 
ploying bosses. The country is dosed with 
these assertions dally. and some people have 
been imposed upon to the degree of believ- 
ing them. But there is another side to all 
this which puts a different complexion upon 
the matter. 

There is just now before a committee of 
Congress an investigation, at which Mr. 
Frank Foster, Secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Labor Union, testified; and here is a 
report of his testimony, given Feb. 10: 


Frank Foster, Secretary of the Massachusetts 
Labor Union, today continued bis story before 
the co.nmittee, and certainly produced much 
evidence to sustain his charge that the tendency 
of the protective system in New England isto 
cereale a pauper clusa.

and that female operatives can with difficulty 
preserve their virtue. Mr. Foster said most of 
the tenement-houses in the manufacturing 
cities of Massachusetts were owned by the will- 
owners, and the lessees were compelled to fur- 
nish so many operatives. The houses geueraily 
were small, ill-ventilated, and uncomfortable, 
and the operatives were compellea to live in the 
companies’ houses or be dismissed. The sewer- 
age and sanitary facilities were terribly bad, and 
on summer nights the stench from the cesspools 
is nearly 14 The French Canadians 
are to New what the Chinese are to 
California and the Pacific coast. Their morais 
are lower, their necessities fewer, and their only 
alm seems to be to see how much money they 
can get to take out of the country. They do vot 
wish their children to attend echools, and, when 
compelled to send them, often move to another 
piace. 


That is a pieture of the condition of the 
protected population in the State of Massa- 
chusetts, as given by an officer of the pro- 
tected industries. After the poverty of their 
condition, the degraded condition of their 
habitations, and the negligence with which | 
they are treated socially, a foreign popula- 
tion, speaking a foreign language, has been 
invited to crowd them out of employment, 
simply because these strangers offer to fill 
the workshops and mills at wages one-half 
less than the American laborers can afford to 
liveon. Mr. Porter’s sketch of what is go- 
ing on at Manchester or Sheffieid is of very 
little concern as compared with the actual 
facts existing at home, in Massachusetts, 
where the capital and employers are pro- 
tected to the extreme measure, and where 
the factory-hands get starvation-wages, are 
surrounded with vice, and live in dwellings 
reeking with pestiferous exhalations. 

The protected bosses of Massachusetts em- 
plog labor in many occupations; and conspic- 
uous among them are woolen and worsted, 
cotton, and paper manufacturers. All of 
these are heavily protected, with a view to 
80 protect the workmen that the latter may 
have wages sufficient to enable them to live 
with the comforts and conveniences suitable 
to American citizens. Let us turn to the 
census-revorts and see whether the high pro- 
tective duties on woolen wear might not 
safely be lowered without“ ruining” these 
century-old “ infant industries:

Among them were divided for their year’s 
labor $51,519,419, This amounts to 95 cents 
a day, or 85.70 per week. 

The employers’, or capitalists’, aggregate 
profits were nearly forty-nine millions of 
dollars, or 414g per centon their capital, dur- 
ing the year. For every $815.51 of wages 
paid to the protected workmen, the bosses ' 
who hired them pocketed $488.78 The busi- 
ness is protected by atremendous tax on 
consumers of 50 to 80 per cent: but the 
hands who toilsomely carded the wool, spun 
and wove it, dyed and finished the goods, 
never fingered a cent of the immense protec- 
tion, as their wretched wages clearly show. 
Yet the impudent, lying pretense is cried by 
the Washington woolen lobby and shouted 
on the floor by feed Congressmen that the 50 
to 80 per cent protection tax is imposed on 
the people for the benefit of the favtory- 
hands! 

Now for the cotton manufactures in the 
United States. What do they show in the 
way of compensating labor, or dividing with 
it the profits from protection? Their exhibit 
by the census is as follows:

The wages paid to ‘laborers, "including 
skilled wotkmen, is $349 a year, or $6.62 a 
week, or 61. 10 per day. 

The dividend given to the 24,452 hands for 
making all the paper was $8,525,358; but the 
profits fobbed by the protected bosses was 
$12,643,300. For each $100 paid for labor, the 
protected bosses took $150 as their share: 
and all swear that if the tax is lowered in the 
least they will all be rained. 

These figures, taken from the census re- 
turns, show Who pockets the protection 
that is levied on the American people. And 
yet many people have been imposed upon by 
the lying assertion that it is the workmen 
who receive nearly all the benefits derived 
from high taxes on the people, when, in 
point of fact, they are only paid enough to 
keep them alive, and the bosses gobble all 


the profit.

RAILROADS WITHHOLDING FREIGHT- 
STATISTICS. 

It is now three weeks since a misunder- 
standing between the Chicago Board of 
Trade and certain railroad officials resulted 
in the suspension of dally reports of the 
produco movement over seven or eight East- 
ern lines, Since then the daily and weekly 
reports issued from this city have been lam- 
entably incomplete; they state the quanti- 
tles of produce received nere from the West 
daily, but the record of shipments is almost 
a blank. Asa conséquence of this, scores of 
thousands of men in the world of commerce 
who have for years studied those figures as a 
basis for trading are now deprived of 
their accustomed reference, and have to 
operate wildly or not at all. In the 
case of grain a means of judging of the 
movement is afforded by the daily records of 
grain inspection, which, compared with the 
receipts as reported by railroad, permit a 
rough approximation to the volume of busi- 
ness in track stuff. Also, the movement of 
live stock is recorded by the officials at the 
Stock-Yards. But in regard to pork prod- 
ucts there is room for the greatest uncer- 
tainty, because the quantities manufactured 
here much exceed the receipts; and for a 
large number of other articles the trade is 
almost equally ata loss. This state of facts 
is a serious inconvenience to all parties en- 
gaged in the produce trade, and a severe 
annoyance to not a few dependent interests. 

Little complaint about this state of af- 
fairs was made during the first fortnight, be- 
cause it was generally supposed the trouble 
would soon be over. The matter was gen- 
erally regarded as a spat on a technical 
question; which the good sense of one or 
both parties to the controversy would soon 
pass over. But the recent attempt to nego- 
tlate seems to have left the breach as wide 
open as ever, and makes it probable that it 
will not soon be healed, Under such condi- 
tions the former mutterings of discontent 
are developing into loud complaints from 
hundreds of men who have taken nod part in 
the quarrel, and have not even troubled 
thomselves to uuderstand what they regard- 
ed as none of their business. 

It seems to be about time for some one to 
step in—not to try to reconcile the contest- 
ants, but to prevent the quarrel from in- 
juring the public, of which both the Board 
of Trade and the railroads form only a part. 
The thing to be done is to induce the rail 
road officials to report to somebody else if 
they will not furnish figures to the Board of 
Trade. They probably would have not the 
least objection to furnishing their reports 
as formerly to some party representing the 
State. Possibly the easiest and neatest way 
out of the difficulty would be for the Legis- 
lature to authorize the Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners at their of- 
fice in Chicago to receive and collect 
these figures and furnish them (by per- 
mission to copy) to the daily press, 
so that they can be read dy the 
people, who are very much interested in ob- 
taining the information. Whether such leg- 
islation should be mandatory or simply per- 
missive in case the railroads do not resume 
their reports to the board within a certain 
time, may be matter of opinion and the sub- 
ject of discussion; but something should be 
done, and that speedily. The hint at such 
action is simply thrown out in the hope of 
pointing to a solution of the difficulty, so far 
as the publicis concerned. The best method 
might be ascertained by a conference of in- 
dividuals interested in that result. Who will 
move in the matter ? 


BEN BUTLER IN TROUBLE. 

The autocratic and thoroughly irresponsi- 
ble course pursued by Ben Butler in con- 
ducting the Executive Administration of 
Massachusetts is apparently destined to re- 
ceive a severe check in one instance at least. 
The whole State is thoreughly roused, and 
indignant protests are pouring in from the 
people against the system of investigating 
State officials—a system which, if the half 
that is said is true, is not only unjust, but 
infamously disgraceful, and has turned pros- 
cution into persecution. 

The first of his persecutions was that of 
David M. Earle, the Warden of the State 
Prison. Instead of being asked to resign 
after an investigation, he was removed with- 
out any investigation at all, though no 
charges had been made against him except 
from within the prison walls by the convicts 
themselves upon the application of Butler. 
He invited them to become the prosecutors, 
and furnished them the means of communi- 
eating with him. When he received their 
letters he acted upon them at once, and re- 
moved Earle without any hearing at all upon 
the statements of men whese word would 
not be taken in any court of justice. During 
the time that he has been in office Butler has 
never visited the prison, nor has any member 
of the Council. He has never communicated 
with the Warden, except when he sent the 
order of dismissal to him, No charges nad 
been made against the Warden except by 
convicts, who claimed that he had stren gth- 
ened the discipline—a very salutary and 
much-needed reform, one would suppose, 
after past experiences in that institution. 
They were promised immunity from any 
punishment or prejudice if they would testi- 
fy, and under cover of Butler’s protection 
it may be readily imagined that there 
was no reluctanceon their part to accom- 
modate him with any amount or any kind of 
evidence, and upon this he acted, though it 
was precisely the class of evidence to which 
he would have strenuously objected had it 
been offered against a client of his in 
It 16 now stated by the Boston * 
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ly in this case the dismissed Warden 
is wot contented to stay dismissed 
without a thorough and public investigation. 
He has demanded it of the Senate, 
and that body has adopted an order for it, 
and there is no question that it will go to the 
bottom of the matter. The Senate is in the 
temper to make an issue with the Governor 
upon his headlong, headstrong, and arbi- 
trary metheds of conducting his office, and 
a lively time may be anticipated before it 
gets through with the case. Butler's sym- 
pathies have always been in those directions 
which are pursued by demagogs, arid it is 
not the first time that he has sought for glori- 
fication in the eyes of criminals. So long as 
he courted this peculiar kind of favoritism 
for merely political purposes and to gratify 
his personal ambition for office it involved 
no Injustice to the community, however de- 
grading it might be considered; but wken he 
takes the criminal classes for his counselors 
and acts upon their advice we have the 
demagog in a complete state of fruition. 
—_—_—— 


E1enTeErEN Senators voted to double the 
present war-tax on fron-ore. They were led 
by Sherman, of Ohio, who declared that 
cheap iron-ore and cheap pig-iron would 
“ruin” the fron industry! Representative 
Hewitt, of New York, himself an iron man- 
ufaeturer, lately wrote a letter from his sick- 
bed to the Hon. 8. S. Cox, which was read to 
the House, to prove to Congress that the iron 
industry needéd cheap ore above everything 
else. Ile showed that the sole purpose of the 
tax dn iron-ore was to keep alive some poor 
and dubious mines. His own mines, he said, 
were nearer the seashore and foreign compe- 
tition than any others in the country, and he 
wanted notax. Senator Cameron, of Wis- 
consin, voted to double the iron-ore tax. 
Was this for the protection of the iron and 
steel mills of Milwaukee? Wisconsin in 
1880 produced 41,440 tons of iron-ore, and its 
blast mills alone used 182,934 tons. How can 
doubling the tax help Senator Cameron’s 
constituents? Wevery much fear he and 


his colleague Sawyer are fulfilling some log- . 


rolling trade by which they have agreed to 
deliver their people over to the iren-ore tax- 
gatherer in return for the license to be given 
their lumber grab taxing all of us on 
pine. But if the vote of the Wis 
consin Senators is reprehensible, that of 
Senator Logan, of Illinois, is absolute- 
ly incomprehensible, This State does not 
produce a pound of iron-ore, but its blast 
furnaces in Cook and Win Counties used 
150,500 tons in 1880. IIIInois has $140,652,066 
of capital engaged in manufacture—all of 
which use iron in one form or another—and 
produces $414,864,678 a vear. All this su- 
perstructureis bulk upon iron. Dear iron 
means dear prodacts all through the list, re- 
stricted markets, and failing productions. By 
what mental process did Senator Logan con- 
vince himself that the welfare of IIIinois 
was to be promoted by a tax to make its 
foundations dear? Sherman’s vote is almost 
as bad as Logan’s, unless we accept the state- 
ment that he is interested with Senator 
Brown in some new mines, and are wiiling 
to believe that he is capable of taxi the 
$189,000,000 of Ohio manufacturing capital 

for the private benefit of his own Alabama 

venture. Tabor, of Colorado, makes dili- 
gent use of his few weeks to vote for a tax 

on all the users of iron, so that his Colorado 
lead mines may enjoy a tax on all the con- 
sumers of lead. Tabor has learned very 

quickly the trick of being a Senator. Can 

Dawes and Hoar, constitutional lawyers, 

explain how it is constitutional to insert this 

iron tax, like a grain of sand, in the delicate 

mechanism of American industry, for the 

benefit of a few poor mines that ought to be 

closed ?

THREE poets—Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Whittier, 
and Dr. Holmes—have quit their Olympian 
hights for this occasion only, and appear in 
Congress as signers to a protest against any 
reduction of the tariff on books below Y per 
cent, upen the general ground that American 
books will suffer in competition with books 
made abroad more cheaply than can be made 
here. Treating books as merchandise, the 
protest is absurd, for there is no country in 
the world where books can be madeso cheaply 
as here. The three poets, however, are not 
looking at the matter, we fancy, from the 
publishers’ point of view, but from the 
writers’, and the competition which they fear 
is not so much commercial as intellectual. 
But are they not aware that every English 
book which is at all readable, and every 
English novel, good, bad, and indifferent, is 
reprinted in this country and in the market 
almost before the English book can get here, 
and that thousands upon thousands of copies 
of the Franklin Square, Seaside, and other 
cheap editions are sold at the rate of 10 cénts 
for a $1.50 book and 15 cents for a $8 book ? 
If the duty were removed entirely from En- 
glish books they could not be sold ascheaply 
as they can be made in this country, nor 
could the competition be any greater than it 
is now, when foreign books are almost given 
away in the reprint form.

Kainoky, the Imperial Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and Count Andrassy, the 
former Minister, with Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, have given rise to rumors of changes 


in the Ministry. 


Botn Kalnoky And Andrassy are Hunga- 
rians, but Kalnoky by no means represents 
the prevalent sentiment in Hungary regard- 
ing the safety of an agreement with Russia. 
Kalnoky is a Strong advocate of a Rus- 
sian alliance, while Andrassy and the 
people of Hungary fear that such @ 
course would soon bring them under 
the seeptre ot the Czar, through 
some kind of a eompensatory adjustment of 
territory, whereby Austria proper would 
move southward toward Rome. Andrassy 
succeeded Von Beust as the Austro-Hunga- 
rian Premier in 1871, and was retired in 1878, 
Kalnoky receiving the appointment. Kal- 
noky was then Ambassador to St. Petersburg, 
and he has been exceedingly unpopular

The Match Monopoly. 

sr. Louts, Mo., Feb. 14.--[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your excellent article on the match 
monopoly in yesterday's Trisune sbtould be 
conclusive to all, and, in view of the facts given 
by you, all of which are easily capable 
otf verification, the continuance of the 
tax on matches, at least in its 
present shape amounts to an iniquity. The 
style of package sold in the majority of in- 
stances is a case of sulphur matches containing 
144 boxes, each presumauly bay 200 matcaes. 
The tax on these is two cenisa 
case. If this tax went directly to the General 
Government one might feel in paying it that 
at least it was a necessary evil, and that 
it lightened burdens which must otherwise be 
met. But the Government does not get all this 
tax. Tea per cent of it goes to the match- 
makers. and for no conceivable reason, as they 
do nothing to earn it. It is not meant asa sub- 
sidy to them, por as a tection’ to their 
trade, making it possible for tbem to do work. 
The tariff bas provisions calculated to meet 
such requirements of “an infant industry. 
This 10 per cent is a leur steal. But thisis 
not all. By reason of bavi the dies for 
printing their own stamps, the Diawond Match 
Co ny gets a further discount of 1 per cent. 
And ia addiaon they practically pay nothing tor 
the stamps, since the Government allows wem 
sixty days’ time and they sell on thirty days 
spot. This allows them time enough to re- 
ceive payment on all stamps issued before 
they are called on in turn to make their pay- 
ment to the Government. They sell the j 
trade a case of 200 for $5.10, over balf of which is 
the stamp tax. Their profit on the {ax 
is over 30 cents a cause, and if they 
made this alone on the whole case it would 
be a reasonable remuneration. At least we 
must consider that 3) cents a case is prove 
enough, for the match gompeny sell to the job- 
ber at $5.10 and bind him to sell at 36.40, and 
what they consider is sauce for the jobber 
should fairly be hold to be sauce for them. 

in view of all this, one would think that the 
match company bad profit enough, but, as is 
so generally true of those who receive iil-wottea 
gains, there is a further swindle. A box sup- 
posed to contain 200 matches will, as a rule, hold 
but 10 on the average. Here is a gross steal of 
7 per cent, and for this no possible excuse can 
be offered. Justice, however, requires this state- 
ment to be modified to this extent: One factory 
at least in the combination turns out boxes 
that generally overrun the required 200; but, on 
the other hand, a Detroit factory thinks it is 
no sin to put lees than 185 matches in a box sup- 
posed to hold 200. The only thing that makes 
this monopoly sibie is the tax. It this was

EXTENSIVE FLOODS IN THE VICINITY OF 

PEORIA. f 

Prom, III., Feb. 16— The recent rain and 
thaw have caused extensive floods in this ro- 
gion and done great damage to railroads. 
Kickapoo Creek, in this county, is higher 
than for twenty years, and has inun- 

dated Bartonville, two coal-mines being 
flooded and three houses swept 
away.

ANXIETY AT LAFAYETTE, 
LAFAYETTE, Ind., Feb. 16.—[Speelal. }— 
Rain has been falling all day, At 100 clog 
it is coming down. The Wabash River 1s 
much higher than it was ever before known, 
and rising at the rate of about three inches 
an hour. Ice began to move this fore- 
noon. To this hour no material damage has 
heen done to the three bridges spanning the 
Wabash at tais point, but the current is 
within a few inches of the floor of the mid- 
die bridge. Should this go out, as seems 
probable will be the case before morning, the 
railway bridge of the Big Four and Lake 
Erie & Western, a short distance below, 
will certainly go with it. The latter 
structure has been weighted down with 
loaded ears, and every posstble step has been 
taken to secure it. The machinery of the 
city water-works is under water, and cannot 
run. The reservoir holds about 5,000,000 gal- 
lons, and is well-filled. A rise of ten Inches 
will shut off operations at the gas-works. A 
number of families in the lower part of the 
town are drowned out, but no lives have been 
lost. Trains on all roads are very irregular, 
WHITE RIVER NINE MILES WIDE. 
VinceNNES, Ind., Feb. 16.— [Special.] — 
White and Wabash Rivers are doing thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of damage and flood- 
ing the bottom lands for miles. The Wabash 
River at this place is expected to reach the 
high-water mark of 1875, and is now rising 
rapidly. About fifty miles north of this 
lace yesterday two farmers, names un- 
now, were endeavoring to cross the Wa- 
bash in a skiff and were caught between 
the heavy cakes of ice, the boat crushed, and 
the men drowned.

THE QITUATION AT WILKESBARRE, PA.— 

FEARS OF AN EXTENSIVE INUNDATION. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 10.— [Special. — 
The ice in the Susquehanna at this point still 
remains gorged for a distance of many miles, 
but itis liabie to break up at any moment, 
when serious results are likely to follow. 
Between this city and Plymouth there are 
six miles of the river which is literally 
packed from bank to bank with ice clear to 
the bottum, in many places fifteen to twenty 
feet deep. This vast accumulation is the re- 
sult of masses of ice twenty-two inches 
thick which were recently barne down 
by the first breakup, and, which 
got jammed this side of Plymouth. 
When it was stopped it quickly filled in, until 
the bottom of the river was reached. It has 
been raining and thawing steadily for thirty- 
six hours, and the river has been gradually 
rising. The water backs up, and at this 
point spreads over miies of flat lands lying 
between this city and Kingston. Itis antici- 
pated that this whole territory will be sub- 
merged when the floods pass down from the 
north. Since morning a large gang of men 
have been at work cutting the around the 
Nanticoke Dam, several miles below 
this city. Huge blocks were loosened 
and went over. The work is being done by 
the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company, the 
Delaware, Lackawannaj&é& Western Railroad, 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
The danger to bridges above inspired the 
work. Fears are entertained that the flood 
will be extensive and damaging. 
PREPARING FOR THE WORST IN WISCONSIN. 

MILWAUKEE, Feb. 16.— [Special. -A thaw 
has vrevailed for several days, and last night 
a rain-storm set in, leading to fear of damage 
by freshets throughout this State. Reports 
from the northern part of the State are to

DAMAGE AT BURLINGTON, IA4 AND VI- 
CINITY. 

BurRtiInetron, Ia., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
This locality was visited last night by the 
heaviest rain-storm that has occurred for 
many months. The storm began at 8 o’clock, 
and the rain, accompanied by thunder and 
lightning, fellin torrents nearly all nigh 
and continued, though not so heavy, unti 
10 o’clock this morning. At that hour the 
mereury, which during the night and early 
in the morning marked 50 degrees, began 
falling, and by night had dropped to 10 de- 
grees. At this hour a heavy west wind is 
blowing, and the indications point to 
a snow-storm. Considerable damage 
was done by the water from 
last night’s rain and the melting snow, and 
railroad-trains in nearly every direction are 
greatly delayed or entirely abandoned. The 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy track is under 
water between Gladstone and Biggsville 
and trains were delayed there all 
day waiting for the water to 
subside. The trains from the West 
due here this morning got in this afternvon, 
but proceeded no further. ‘Trains on the 
Quincy Branch and Wabash Road are aban- 
doned on account of the bridge over Henry 
Creek being carried away. The Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids & Northern trains were on 
time. A new iron bridge across Skunk River 
in process of erection near Mount Pleas- 
ant was carried away today by reason of an 
ice-gorge breaking down the iron piers. 
Some damage was caused in this city by the 
flooding of cellars, but the amount is not 
great. Telegraph wires are badly out of fix. 
RAILWAY MANAGERS PREPARING. FOR THE 

WORST. 

Racine, Wis., Feb. 16.--[Special.]—Gener- 
al-Superintendent Clark, of the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, was in the city today in consulta- 
tion with Superintendent Olin Bush, of the 
Southwestern Division. They lett on a spe- 
cial train at 1 vo’clock for the. Mississippi 
Kiver, and on the way will pick up all the 
bridge-Duilders, laborers, pile-drivers, and 
waterials that can be had on the line. They 
anticipate great damage from the flood at 
river points, and are getting in readiness to 
avert a disaster and to repair any damage 
that may ensue. Returns from all north- 
western points indicate that a tremendous 
flood is imminent. The rivers are rising, 
and rains and melting ice and snow are 
swelling the tributary creeks. From Racine 
west everything indicates heavy floods. ‘The 
Fox, Root, Rock, White, and other rivers are 
rising rapidiy, and grave fears are énter- 
tained of an inundation by the manufactur- 
ers and people in the towus situated on the 
banks. ‘The ice is going out of Racine har- 
bor nieely, and the sensational reports of 
danger around here are imaginative. Vessel 
men have no fear of damage. 

DAMAGES AT KEOKUK, IA. 

Keokuk, la., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—The 
rain and thunder-storm of last night, in 
which 3.60 inches of water fell, did con- 
siderable damage in this city to buildings and 
contents in low places, and in several in- 
stances forced families to seek safety in 
flight to higher ground. At 9:30 this 
forenoon an ice-gorge at the mouth of the 
Des Moines River carried out one Howe 
truss and live Queen trusses—400 feet in all— 
of the railroad and wagon bridge over that 
stream, which is owned jointly by the St. 
Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern and Wabash 
Railways and the City of Keokük The 
watehman was badly injured by a falling 
timber of the bridge. Trains on the Toledo, 
Peoria & Wabash Line were stopped by the 
damage to the track Dy water and ice west of 
La Harve. The Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy had a ~bridge washed 
out this side of Burlington, but 
it was repaired by night. The only road 
running trains into the city during the day 
were the Rock Island and the Clayton Divis- 
ion of the Wabash. Fears were felt of a 
break-up of the ice on the Mississippi which 
would have taken out the wooden span of 
the bridge, which was put in after the War 
Eagle disaster, but fortunately che tempera- 
ture changed during the day, and that danger 
is averted for the time being. Between 7 and 
8 e’clock this morning the thermometer indi- 
cated 62 degrees above. At S o’clock tonight 
it was 20 above, and growing colder—a fall of 
42 degrees in about twelve hours. 


THE WATER-WORKS AGAIN IN OPERATION. 

Crncinnatt, O., Feb. 16.—[Special.j]—The 
river at noon today had fallen two feet and 
three inches below the highest point reached, 
which brought it down to the mark of 1832. 
The water-works were constructed on the 


supposition that the flood of 1832 was the 


highest possible point the water could ever 
reach, and the big Shields engine was built 
just above that line. A flatboat containing 
coal and kindling was drawn up in front of 
the water-works, and as soon as the water 
fell below the furnace grates fires 
were built and the engine started. In 
the course of half an hour the engine, which 
behaved badly at first, settled down to work, 
and now a flood of water is being forced up 
into the Third street reservoir, The news 
that the, pumps have started here has brought 
untold relief. The reservoirs were down to 
30,000,000 gallons, which was about three 
days’ supply under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, and a stubborn fire would have 
required a large proportion of that small 
amount, 

Last night all the fire-engines except one, 
that was placed early in the week 
upon a floating raft to guard 
the submerged district, were taken 
to the fire-plugs located near the water’s 
edge and an attempt made to reverse the 
usual process, and, pumping water from the 
river, force it through the plugs and the con- 
necting pipes tothe lower reservoir. The 
strain was very heavy upon the fire-engines, 
but they accomplished something toward in- 
creasing the supply which had been drawn 
off day by day. These engines are still at 
work, and will continue pumping until it is 
certain the water-works is equal to the emer- 
gency. 

THE GAS-WORKS STILL SUBMERGED. 

There must be a further fall of three and 
one-half feet before operations can be re- 
sumed at the gas-works. Last night oil- 
lamps were placed in the gas-lamps on the 
principal streets, and light was further af- 
forded by the placing of candles and lamps in 
the windows of residences. 

The crowds who have heretofore been 
drawn to the water’s edge through curiosity 
are not seen in large numbers today. Al- 


though the river is still higher than it has | 


been in a ceutury, they speak of it as being 
so low as to be without interest. 

There is still a heavy rise reported above, 
and the weather is threatening, but the fear 
that there will be a third rise exceeding both 
that of Monday and Wednesday is passing 
away. 

\. THE RAILROADS, 

The Cincinnati, Hamilten & Dayton Rail- 
way track is again above water, and the pas- 
senger-trains of several other roads can be 
brought by means of switches into the city 
over that track. Canal-boats had been fitted 
up for passenger and mail service, and, had 
the extremely high water continued one 
more day, they would have been brought 
into use for transferring passengers, bag- 
gage, and mails from here to Middletown, 
twenty-five miles north. 

It seems a little singular that the line of 
the canal should have been placed upon so 
much higher a level than that of the rail- 
ways, but no one regrets now that it was 
done. Until the canal broke there was means 
of getting provisions into the city, and fam- 
ine, except of water, was not feared. 

A good many frame buildings have fallen 


down. 
NEWPORT. 


In Newport the small homes of industrious 
workingmen have floated away. A floating 
house near Fern Bank was drawn into still 
water by some men in a _ yawl, when 
to their surprise they found everything 
still in good order on the inside and 
a baby sleeping in its crib.

INDIANA. 
THE SITUATION AT NEW ALBANY GROWING 
WORSE. 

New ALBANY, Ind., Feb. 16.—The river is 
rising half an inch per hour. It rose seven 
and a half inches last night, and more water 
is coming. One hundred houses have gone, 
and 1,200 houses are in the water. Five 
thousand people aré homeless. The loss is 
over $1,000,000. If a threatened wind and 
rain come the damage will be greater. Con- 
gress, Legislature, and the people are ap- 
pealed to for aid. The distress is very great, 
and cannot be overestimated, except that 
there has been no loss of life. The water is 
now nearly three feet above the famous flood 
of 1852. 

AN APPEAL TO THE CHARITABLE. 

The following appeal has been issued by 

the Relief Committee of this city: 


ot water nas already fallen. The temperature 
being mild, the ice and snow is disappearing 
fast. The river has risen about ten feet since 
last evening, but came nearly to a stand at 
noou.

MARITAL ‘INFELICITY. 


Rather Peculiar Suit of an Artist 
Azainst Bie Wite—A Man Who Never 
Lacked a Friend or a Dollar. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa, Feb. 16.—[Special.}— 

Judge Biddle heard today the suit of Milne 
Ramsey, the well-known artist, against his 
wife to recover the possession of his two 
children, Charles Frederick and Ethel, aged 
respectively 7and 6. Ramsey, who is the 
son of Alexander Ramsey, a Notary Public. 
testified that he was married to his wife in 
1878, and they lived at Gen. Ruff’s house, 1007 
Filbert street, for a year, when they went to 
Europe. The General advised him to go 
abroad to pursue his study, and 
offered him every inducement to do so. 
ile remaine@ in Europe seven years, 
and his wife, at her own request, returned 
home about sixteen months before he did. 
When he came bome he joined his wife at 
her father’s house, and remained there for a 
year, when he was taken sick with eonges- 
tion of the brain and was obliged to go to 
his father’s house. Gen. Rufl’s house was 
opposit the Pennsylvania Railroad station 
and the witness could not stand the noise ot 
the trains. He afterwards went to the coun- 
try and remained about six weeks. When he 
returned to his father’s house he was again 
taken sick, and, as he did not wish 
to be dependent on his father-in-law,he took 
up quarters at his studio, and later returned 
to his father’s. Subsequently he wrote a 
letter to his wife asking her to come‘and live 
with him, as he had made arrangements with 
his father for suitable rooms, etc. His wife 
in answer to the letter alleged that he had 
deserted her, and that after a careful consid- 
eration of the matter she did not think it her 
duty to accept his offer. There had never 
been any trouble between them, and the rela- 
tions between their families were amicabie. 
Ile had never gone to housekeeping because 
his income would not admit it. He was do- 
ing quite well in his prefession before the 
failure of Jay Cooke. But there was no 
sale for paintings or any luxuries of that sort 
for some time after that panic. Since his 
return to this country he had sold $3,053 
worth of paintings, but he was sick for five 
months of that time. He now had twelve or 
fifteen pupils. who paid him $150 a year 
each. Gen. Ruff gave him an allowance 
which was sufficient to keep him 
from embarrassment and trouble while 
he was in Europe. Ite had 
several paintings on exhibitionin the Salon 
in Paris. He received about $4,000 in the 
sale of paintings while there. He protested 
against his father-in-law’s liberality, but the 
latter told him that he should study and not 
work too hard. 

On cross-examination Mr. Ramsey admitted 
he had done very little fur the support of his 
wife and childfen. There was no question 
that his wife was a proper person to have 
charge of his children. The father of Ram- 
sey testified that he had suitable rooms for 
his daughter-in-law at his house, and 
that the children would be well provided for 
there if Mrs. Ramsey refused to accept her 
husband’s offer, The Judge said he thought 
that the best interests of the children would 
be subserved by their remaining with their 
mother at present, and he made an order to 
that effect. He said, however, that he saw 
no reason why the parties should not live to- 
gether.

Their Explosion Owing to a High Rate 
of Speed—The Result.

THE NEW OCEAN CABLE. 


The Project Not Abaudoned— Mr. Gar- 
ret? s Emphatic Statement. 

[Baltimore Sum. — The statements made 
by Mr. John Pender, President of the Direct 
United States Cable Company, at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Directots in London on 
Saturday that the new Atlantic cable-to con- 
nect with the Baltimore & Ohio land 
wires had been abandoned, are au- 
thoritatively denied. Mr. John W. Gar- 
rett, who represents the majority of 
the subscriptions to the proposed undertak- 
ing, says that no agreement whatever has 
been made with Mr. Pender or with any of 
the cable companies: that while the reveala- 
tions made in the speech of Mr. Garrett, de- 
livered at the recent opening of the Corn and 
Fiour Exchange, have led. to impertant 
changes and the removal of a universally 
condemned agreement between the cable 
companies, by whiel all telegrams passed 
through the Western Union Company 
in New York, vet many serious 
wrongs, judgment of Mr. 
Garrett, continue—as, for example, on the 
immensely-watered capitals of the present 
cable companies they have organized a 
monopoly by which they exact 50 cents per 
word on all messages other thau press dis- 
patches crossing the Atlantic. In Mr. Gar- 
rett’s judgment, with new cables, built with 
modern improvements and at the lowest 
cost for cash, satisfactory and fully remu- 
nerative results could be obtained at half 
that charge—namely: 2 cents per 
word. Mr. Garrett considefs it is singular 
indeed that just as this statement of Mr. 
Pender’s comes to hand, which is doubtless 
designed to be a great advertisement for the 
Western Union, Mr. Pender’s advice about 
monopolies is disregarded, and the Western 
Union pays $500,000 per annum to absorb 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company and 
destroy it as a competitor. The Mutual 
Union had large receipts, but spent it all, It 
is said, in operating its lines. This move 
of the Western Union monopoly is re- 
garded as more objectionable because it 
proposes to shat off Mutual Union offices, 
thus decreasing the accommodations of 
the public. The purchase of the Mutual 
Union Company is no victory for Mr. Gould, 
for the Western Union has increased the 
load it has to bear without diminishing its 
difficulties. Itis also claimed that the more 
Mutual offices that are closed the better it 
will be for the Baltimore & Ohio Company. 
There is not the slightest prospect of the 
Baltimore & Ohio varying its attitude, and it 
has determined to maintain its independent 

sition as 2 permanent competitor of the 

estern Union Company, and the new At-

It is also known that 

Palmer has told all the Federal officeho!ders 

that he esteemed them, thought they were 

joily good fellows, but that under the pres- 
ent circumstances they must not ask him to 
commit himself in any way. It is this fact 
which makes it possible that his candidacy 
may be antagonized by the fiercest faction of 
the Ferry wing of the party. 

THE BALANCE OF POWER. 

Much will depend upon the attitude as- 
sumed by Senator Ferry himself. If he does 
not discourage the continued loyälty to him- 
self of the few who still propose to stick by 
him, another deadlock seems inevitable. 
There is no question that these legislators 
will bitterly oppose James McMillan, James 
F. Joy, Henry P. Baldwin, John S. New- 
berry, Julius C. Burrows, and Byron M. 
Cuteheon. They will also oppose Edwin 
Willits, as will several other Republicans, 
who fear that he is not stanch 
enough on the question of pro- 
tection.

Annual Meeting of the Northwestern 
Dairyman’s Association, at Mankato, 
Minn. 
Sr. PAut., Minn., Fed. 16.—[Speelal.] 


During yesterday’s session of the North- 


western Dairyman’s Association at Mankato 
the attendance was largely increased over 
the first day. At the morning session C. E. 
Marvin, of. Minnesota, read a paper on 
* Profits of Diversified Farming: D. W. 
Curtis, of Wisconsin, read a paper on 


* Churning and Making Butter”; and J. II. 


Brownell, of Hlinois, read a paper on “The 
Frocess of Buttermaking.” Before the re- 
cess Gov Hubbard and party arrived, under 
escort from the depot of the Mankato 
Guards, and were received with hearty 
cheers. In speaking to the as- 
sociation the Governor remarked upon 
his boyhood prejudice against dairy 
interests, and explained this by saying: in 
my early boyhood I was raised upon a farm, 
amd wrestied many a day with the old-fash- 
joned churn-dasher when I thought eternity 
would come before the butter did.”

In the afteroon session R. G. Lombard, of 
Illinois, read a paper upon “ Refrigeration 
and Transportation of Dairy Products”; 
Judge Burchard, of Minnesota, made a short 
address; L. S. Coffin read an essay on the 
soil and grasses of this region; and commit 
tee reports were received. 

At the evening session James #1. Baker, of 
Minnesota, delivered the oration of the year, 
which was a lengthy review and discussion 
of dairy interests. Gov. Hubbard, Col. 
Little, and M. 8. Wilkinson each spoke brief 
ly, and good music by local talent was 
plentiful. The Secretary submitted the re- 
port of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
recommending that the Legislature of this 
State be petitioned to appropriate $500 to aid 
in printing a sufficient number of the reports 
to supply the probable increased demand for 
same from other States; that J. C. 
Noe be appointed a committee of one to 
solicit aid from all pärties interested in pro- 
curing and circulating copies of the report:

President H. J. Goodrich Seeks 
to Explain the Situa- 
tion. : 
All the Responsibility for Bad Fi- 
nances Cast ou the Preceding 
Board. 


The Mode in Which the Western Indiana Got a 
Cheap Right of Way. 


The President of the Myde Park Board 
Says His Predecessors Were the hei- 
lows Who Spent All the Money—Some 
Moral Observations by A. J. G.

Tribune. — Except on extraordinary occa- 
sions it ill becomes an officer or citizen to ae) 
into print answering statements made for ap- 
parent sensational purposes. Recently how- 
ever, sueh extraordinary misrepresentations 
have been made in some of the Chicago pir- 
pers respecting the administration of munici- 
pal affairs of our village, Ldeem ita duty to

ro comfhence with, I wish to say that 
during the period of my incumbency as 
President of the board, since April, 1882, 1 
have devoted almost my entire time to the 
affairs of the village, with no purpose other 
—— faithtul discharge of the duties de- 
volving upon such a position, and 
have flattered myself that a degree of suecess 


-which would warrant a feeling of congratu- 


lation had been attained. | have no desire 
to cast reflections upon the former adminis- 
tration of the village affairs, yet a partial 
Statement of the financial condition will be 
necessary in order to show what has been en- 
countered by the r board. And let me 
+ here that to charge the animus of recent 
articles above referred to as being prompted 
by any Other than a desire to affect the com- 
ing spring election, rather than-a desire to do 
any real good, requires no very elastic use of 
one’s imagination. 

One of the large items of expense en- 
countered by the ard during the period 
named is the matter of what is known as 
the Pullmay water-supply pipe. A former 
board had caused the levy of au 
aussessinent Known as special No. 115, made 
for laying a sixteen-inch water main on the 
line of Cottage Grove avenue to Pullman. 
fhe Commissioners appointed for that pur- 
puse made their estimate at the sum of 808. 
Vil. This assessment went through the 
usual ordeal of the courts, and so much of it 
was defeated from misdescriptlons, aypeals, 
Ste., that but the sum of $66,912 was con- 
firmed, leaving a deticiency ot , $30,.22—less 
than the actual cost of the contemplated im- 
provement. amount paid by the for- 
mer board was 83, . The amount pro- 
vided for by the present board since April, 
I. was $61,985. In this item alone the 
board was compelled to provide for the pay- 
ment of u large sum over and above the 
amount actually realized from the assess- 
ment. 

The ordinance for South Chicago water 
pipe also was July 14, 1881, by the 
former board. The Commissioner’s esti- 
mate was $64,561, while the amount con- 


‘firmed by the court was but $56,065, leaving 


a deficiency of $8,197 to be provided for, the 
amount of the estimate not being sufficient 
1o complete laving the pipe. It may be re- 
marked that the cost of the improvement 
has been * reported upon by Consulting- 
Engiueer G. Howard Ellers, in which he er- 
timates the whole expense of the pi in 
piace to be the sum of $70,944. This im- 
provement, when compleced, will be a source 
of great revenue, though costing per lineal 
foot about 29 cents in excess of the Puliman 
supply-pipe, on account of requiring excava- 
tions through a stonequarry and much low 
and marshy land, as mentioned in the report 
referred to. The ten-year contract between 
the village and the Pullman Company for 
water supply to Pullman, the contract for 
new pumping machinery and works, the 
contract for water-works building, the con- 
tract for the Sixty-eighth street tunnel from 
the water-works to the present Lake tunnel, 
the settiement between the Town of Lake 
and the present Village of Hyde Park in the 
matter of the sale of old water-works, the 
assessment for Woodlawn avenue water- 
pipe (made in 1881), were all passed upon 
and became obligations before the advent of 
the present board, as were also the ordi- 
nances for the Forty-fifth and Fifty-sixth 
street sewer mains. 

The present board has also paid upon the 
contracts entered into by the old beard since 
April, 1882, as follows: For water-works 
building, #4545; for machinery for water- 
works, 320,025; on Sixty-eighth street tun- 
nel, $3,420: making a total of $23,904; be- 
sides other sums of like character not here 
enumerated. 

After careful consideration by the board 
these cases are cited, disclaiming any desire 
to reflect upon the actions of the old board, 
but for the sole purpose ef showing the pevu- 
ple some of the difficulties the present board 
has had to contend with. 

Sensation manufacturers, for purposes best 
known to themselves, have, with as littie 
regard to truth as for their own reputations, 
charged collusion and the existence of a 
ring in the bourd, as shown by the alleged 
4to-2 voltings.

A HYDE PARK ACCOMMODATION UPSET.

HARRISON’S TENANT. 
TRIED FOR AN ASSAULT ON A REPORTER 
AND FOUND GUILTY. 

Jobn Brennan, Mayor Harrison’s saloonkeeper 
tenant, who assaulted a TRIBUNE reporter be- 
cause he thought tne latter was the author ofa 
certain published article reflecting on the cbhar- 
acter of bis (Brennan's) saloon, was tried before 
Justice Prindiville yesterday for assault and 
battery and disorderly conduct. The case was 
originally before Justice Hammer, but the de- 
fendant, thinking be could not have an unprej- 
udiced trial there, took a change of venue, and 
Justice Prindiville certainly gave a fair decision. 
The trial was not a lengthy one. The assaulted 
reporter, who was the first to testify, detailed 
the circumstances of the assault. He bad just 
put his wite and children on a Madison street 
car, near Dearborn street, when Brennan 
jumped on tbe car and called him out to demand 
certain explanations. The reporter referred 
Brennan to THe TRIBUNE Office as the place to 
settie his grievances, but the saloonkeeper, in- 
stead of visiting the office, applied vile epithets 
to the reporter, and struck bim on the side of 
tne neck. Before a second biow could 
be struck friends interfered, and, after 
using more filthy language, Brennan took 
his departure. The reporter's testimony 
was corroborated by a number of witnesses, and 
Brennan, who was the ouly witness to testify in 
his own benalf, — — striking the biow 

und applying the epithets in question. 

Mr. A. 8. Trude, who prosecuted the case, 
asked fora maximum fine. Justice Prind-eille 
said the ussault was not serious, but the language 
employed by Brennan merited a beavy tine. 
For the assault Brennan was assessed $10, and 
for the disorderly conduct $25, making a total, 
with costs, of eel ‘The fine was promptly paid. 


A HUNT FOR BAIL. 
SPECIAL ANXIETY SHOWN TO GET A BURG 
LAR OUT OF JAIL. 

Two or three montbs ayo a mao named Will- 
lam Kane was arrested and brought before Jus- 
tice Prindiville, charged with burglary. The 
Justice beid him tor trial to the Criminal Court, 
and since that time Kane bas been in the Coun- 
ty Jail. Thursday afternoon Constable George 
Hartman appeared before Judge Tuley and 
said he had a man with him who was willing to 
goona bond for Kane's appearance in court 
when the4ase was called. The would-be bonds- 
man said his name was John A. Wallace, who 
swore that he owned forty-eight lots in Thomp- 
son’s Subdivision which were worth §3,- 
Ou0. Mr. Doyle, the Clerk, asked the 
man to locate the property, but the 
lot-owner did not Know what streets were near it 
or hardly what part ot the city it was ju.

Yesterday the Constable made another effort to 
get Kane out ou ball, and was again unsuccess- 
tul. This time he came lato court with a man 
named Christian Bennett, who claimed be a 
Spaniard. Mr. Bennett could not understand 
English very well, and Judge Tuley, who is 
something of ua linguist, asked bim some ques- 
tions in the language of Castile. Bennett could 
not understand bim, as the former spoke Mex- 
ican-Spaniseh. Finally it was learned that Bennett 
owned a lot in McKeynoids’ Subdivision, which 
he said was worth $3,000. His tax-receipt showed 
the lot wae assessed for only $165. Hartman 
then brought forward a woman named McLane, 
who swore that ehe owned a forty-foot lot on 
Kinzie street, near Peoria, which was unipcum- 
bered.

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BOSTON’S BURST BANK. 


Stockholders of the Defunct Pacific 
Bank Ready to Compromise, 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 16.—[Special.|—A com- 
promise is now proposed in the matter of the 
enforcement, by Receiver Price, of the as- 
sessment on stockholders of the Pacific Bank, 
and a private meeting was held this aiter- 
noon which was attended by about twelve of 
the prominent creditors and shareholdefs 
of the Pacific Bank. The representatives of 
several banks were present. Mr. Hyde is 
counsel for the Central Bank, which is one 
of the heaviest creditors of the Pacific. 
Prominent shareholders assert that an ar- 
rangement whereby the shareholders 
shall pay in a proportion of 
the assessment can 5 made and 
all suits avoided. It is claimed by the share- 
holders that such a compromise would inure 
chietly to the benefit of the Central Bank, 
and they say it any shareholder is fooled 
again nobody will pity him, as itis contiden- 
tially believed that no portion of the assess- 
ment can be collected. The committee of 
stockholders recommend, to save expense, 
that all stockholders authorize their counsel 
to accept service of the writs, and will also 
issue another circular recommending to 
all shareholders who deposited money to 
pay for the new stock to tender back the 
certificates and demand of the bank 
the return of the money so deposited. This 
is a preliminary step to the suits which will 
be brought for the recovery of all moneys 
paid in as above. The sharebolders are much 
elated over the opinion reported to have been 
expressed by Gov. Butler that the assumed 
assessments upon the shareholdefs ** will not 

stand in court an hour.“

Atwood and Bryant, Congressmen- 
elect Price and Rankin, Judge Patney, In- 
surance-Commissiover Spooner, many 
other prominent gentlemen, to attend the 
services. ‘The flags of the city were at halt- 
mast during the day. In spite of the terrible 
weather an immense crowd of ple were 
in attendance at the church. 12 
to the wishes of the family ina the well- 
known views. of the deceased, 
was conducted with — . ayiy simplicity. 
The order issued yesterday by Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Chapman for the wilitia to turn out was 
countermanded, and there was no official or 
military ant. The casket was of plain 
black. with six silver-mounted handles and a 
plain ‘silver plate bearing the name of the de- 
ceased, The floral display, contributed by 
friends all over the State ain from other 
States, was beautiful. 

The service began with the Dead March 
in Saul“ by the 8 followed by the in- 
vocation by the Rev. Mason, pastor of 
the Baptist Church, ot which the deceased 
was a member. An appropriate selection by 
the choir was followed by Scripture-reading 
and the funeral sermon by Dr. Mason. .After 
recounting the services of the deceased to the 
State and to society, and paying an eloquent 
= — to his memory, the preacher closed as 
ollows: 

lle lives, and today he speaks tous. He 
speaks to us of immortality. He speaks to 
us of love, of duty—of — demand- 
ed with equal inexorable just and in 
due proportion of the mind is most 
richly and the mind that is most meanly 
gifted—of that which has had the most spien- 
did opportunities of Christian virtue, and o 
those who have crept through the obscure 
and loneliest paths in life. He speaks to us 
of that which, as no greatness can evade, so 
no littleness can escape responsibility to 

God aud man. God graut that to you who 
— been his associates in political life, to 

ou who have known him in business af- 

airs, to you who have known him as a 
brother beloved In the church—God grant 
that to us all, his speech, the eloquence of 
these closed lips, be not In vain.” 

In the course of the sermon, after récount- 
ing the public duties performed in positions 
of political trust, with the history of which 
the public is well acquainted, Dr. Mason u 
summed oR the other oflices held by the de- 
ceased: e was for many years a Trustee 
and member of the Executive Committee of 
the Northwestern Life- Insurance Company: 
forfour years States-Prison Commissioner; 
he was Vice-President of the Milwaukee 
Chamber of Commeree, and its representa- 
tive in the National Board of Trade, of which 
also be was Vice-President. For twenty-one 
years he was Regent of the State Normal 
School, for twenty-six years he was Trustee 
of the Milwaukee Female College, and for 
many years Trustee of Milwaukee College, 
of Wayland University, and of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. While in the Senate he was 
Chairman of the Committee on Education, 
member of the Committee on Finance aud 
Banks, and Chairman of the Committee on 
Benevolent Institutions. He was long a 
member and was the last President of St. 
Andrew’s Society.” 

The death of Mr. Smith is an especial loss 
to the First Baptist Church, all the more ow- 
ing to a series of afflictions suffered by the 
church during the last year. First occurred 
the death of Milo P. Jewett. then that of Mr. 
and Mrs. Allen Johnson, killed in the New- 
hall House fire—all of whom were promi 
nently connected with the church. The Rev. 
Dr. Mason, in speaking of the matter to a re- 
porter, remarked thatif he had been asked 
one year ago to pick out five men on whom 
he most relied for support in church work 
he would have selected Prof. Jewett, Mr.

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MICHAEL TUHEE. 


He Is a Brute Who Compeiled a Boy to 
Freeze His Feet Se that the Tees 
Dropped Off. 

Troy, N. Y., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—A case 
of incredible cruelty has been discovered in 
the neighboring Village of Rand’s Hill, 
where complaint has been lodged with the 
Police Justice against Michael Tuhee. Sev- 
eral years ago a number of children were 
sent trom the Catholic Protectory, New York, 
to the Rev. Father McGowan, who en- 
deavored to find them good homes. John 
Roche, one of the party, and now only 17 
years old, was quartered with Tuhee. The 
neighbors have long hinted that the youth 
was inhumanly treated by Tuhee, 
who starved, overworked, and  horse- 
whipped him. Attempts were made 
to have Roche make complaints 
against the brute, but when approached 
he cowered as if in "fear of a beating, and re- 
fused to converse. ‘The coldest days this 
winter he was.sent by his master to work in 
the woods drawing logs, chopping wood, and 
shoveling roads. No shoes were given him 
and nothing protected his feet but a few old 
rags. From this exposure both feet were 
frozen. Almost unable to stand, the poor 
fellow was ordered by Tuhee to soak the 
rags that covered his feet in grease and re- 
sume work in the woods. Roche complied. 
Finally two of his toes rotted and 
dropped off while he was 8 
wood. Limping back to the house he fell 
on his knees before Tuhee and begged for 
mercy. His piteous cries were heard by 
neighbors, who took charge of Roche, and 
applied for a warrant for his heartless per- 
secutor. Physicians have been called and 
stated that it will be necessary to amputate 

both of Roche’s feet to save his life, The 
members are terribly mortified, and the suf- 
ferer’s condition is precarious. Roche's tare 
has the settled expression of an old man, and 
plainly tellsthat more misery has been com- 
pressed into his brief existence than few men 
experienite in long lives.

The Shenandoah Valley in 1864, 

The eleventh volume of the “‘ Campaigns 
of the Civil War” series is the history of 
military operations in the Valley of the She- 
nandoah in 1864, ana has been prepared by 
Mr. George F. Pond, associate editor of the 
Army and Navy Journal, This is, we be- 
lieve, the last volume in the regular series 
projected by the publishers, In reviewing 
the different books, as they have been issued 
during the last year, Tuer TrinpuNne has 
taken occasion to express the hope that so 
important a series might be rendered more 
complete by the addition of a volume or vol- 
umes detailing the part taken by the navy in 
the War of the Rebellion. It is gratifying to 
note that this suggestion has been adopted, 
and that three volumes on naval opera- 
tions will be published as soon as pos- 
sible, and form part of the original. series. 
Tne set of fifteen volumes. will then 
be the most valuable war-history extant, and 
indispensable to any library. It will be of 
special value to military men, since all its 
accounts of campaigns and battles are de- 
rived from official sources. This very fact

Mr. Pond’s contribution to the series deals 
with a campaign which more than any other 
decided the fall of Richmond and of the Con- 
federacy. The Valley of the Shenandoah 
was so rich in well-filled barns, in cattle, and 


in busy mills that it was styled the granary 
of Virginia, and furnished from its abun- 
dant crops much of the subsistence of 8 
army. ‘lwo important railways ran through 
this region—buth of vital necessity to the 
Confederates—and the destruction of these 
two roads was the aggressive feature of the 
¢ampaign here in 1864. The Shenandoah 
Valley was the scene of constant Confederate 
maneuvering, and was a tempting field for 
the strategists of both armies. 

The initial campaign of the War turned on the 
use made of the valley by the forces which Gen. 
J. E. Johoaston posted at its outlet under the 
name of Tue Army of theShenandoah.” There, 
too, Jackson began the campaign of 182 by sus- 
taining a check from Shields, for which 
be fuliy indeminfied himself when, a 
few months later, he fell upon Shields 
at Fort Kepubliec, defeated Fremont at Cross 
Keys, captured the garrison at Front Royal, 
drove Banks across the Potomac, and, by alarm- 
ing Washington, broke up the impending junc- 
tion of McDowell and MeCiel u. and the threat- 
ened capture of Richmond. It was from the 
valley that Jackson, repeating on a bolder cir- 
cuit the Manassus device of 1861, burried to turn 
the Union right on the pevinsula. Lee found 
in the valley a line of communications for his 
Maryland cumpaign,. and captured at Harper's 
Ferry 11,000 men, seventy-three guns, and 13,000 
s mull arms, There too he sought rest and refresh- 
mentafter retreat from Antietam. The valiey 
was 's route of invasion after defeating 
Hooker at Chancellorsville: Eweli, entering it at 
Chester Gap, took several thousand men and a 
score or more of guns from Milroy; and thither 
again Lee fell back after Gettysburg, pitchi 
his camps along the Opequon. It had yield 
10 many captures of Union garrisons, and so 
many d ters in the field, as to be called the 
Valley of Humiliation; and not until it was 
wrested from Confederate control did the prob- 
lem of the Richmond campaign find a success- 
ful solution. To set forth the manner in which 
Confederate power in the Shenandoab Valley 
was overthrown during 1964is the purpose of 
the present volume. 

Mr. Pond’s volume shows care in the col- 
lection of facts, and in the examination of 
material. His main Souré¢es of information 

official documents in the War- 
There is no attempt at 
rhetorical embellishment; it is a plain, clear, 
somewhat dry narrative. in which the author 
has evidently been animated by a desire to 
do justice to all concerned, and to present 
facts only, with but little comment. With 
the Shenandoah campaign is indissolubly 
linked the name of Gen. Sheridan. It 
is rather curious, therefore, to read 
(pp. 112, 113) that he was not 
chosen for the supreme command by Grant 
until the latter’s nomination of Franklin and 
of Meade had been successively rejected by 
the Secretary of War. It is rather singular 
to find that Grant should have so warmly 
espoused the cause of two such officers as 
Franklin and Porter, each at different times 
guilty of insubordination and disobedience 
of orders! Mr. Pond gives Grant credit for 
more foresight than he really possessed in 
affecting to believe that the General appre- 
ciated the fact that the question to be decided 
by the competes of the Shenandoah was 
whether Richmond or Washington should be 
besieged, and whether the War was to be 
waged north or south of the Potomac. Mr. 
Pond’s own: narrative of the events of the 
next six months disproves his own assump- 
tion, for it shows that Grant expected that 
Early’s occupation of the vajley would be 
brief and temporary. 

Mr. Pond’s book is one of the best in this 
series—equally happy in thé importance of 
the theme and the manner of treatment. Its 
closing p raph reads as follows: 

The war the valley was now ended, the 
pur for which Sheridan was sent there hav- 
ng deen completely fulfilled. During its prog- 
ress his sound military judgment and tactical 
skill bad shown him to be one of the abiest and 
surest of the great Union soldiers; while his 
flery energy on the field of battle had secured 
him imperisbable renown as a popular hero of 
the War. When de entered the valley it was 
wholly under Confederate control; be left it 
with Confederate power there woolly broken.

What Dr. Winchell Thinks of Mr. 
Donweliy’s Theories. 

Dr. Alexander Winchell, scientst. is hugely 
amused with Ignatius Donnelly’s new ro- 
mance entitled Ragnarok; or, The Age of 
Fire and Gravel.“ Ile says that Mr. Don- 
nelly will have to write an appendix to this 
book before we shall know whther to take 
him for a jolly joker or a genial crank.” We 
make some extracts from Dr. Winchell’s 


criticism of“ Ragnarok: 
Let us receive the book, then, witb gravity. It 
would be sad to interpret a serious enunciation 
as a jeu d’esprit; it will de pardonabie to treat 
a emileless joke as a bit of serious doctrine. 
This means that the critic assumes the risk of 
a jeer in pointing out some of the weak places 
in Mr. Donnelly’s theory viewed as a serious at- 
tempt to express his own convictions. He con- 
cludes, for instance, that all the western half of 
North America and nearly the whole of Asiaare 
destitute of Dritt deposits. This conciusion is 
supported by some opinions and conjectures 
recordea by geologists before adequate re- 
searches bind been instituted. It is now ad- 
mitted that giacial Drift stretches in North 
America to Pacitic coast; that it occurs in 
elevated regions as far south as Colorado. 
Nevada, and California—tbough pear 
the coast, and at low levels, the continuityof 
the Drift cannot be traced to as low a latitude 
as in the interior.

The Imperial Dictionary. 

The Century Company of New York has 
published from advance sheets and duplicate 
plates a new edition ot The Imperial Dic- 
tionary in four volumes—a work which has 
been aceepted in Great Britain fur more than 
a quarter of a century as a standard edition of 
the English language. ‘This new lexicon has 
been in preparation for about ten years, and 
is substantially a new work—the words or 


separate entries comprised in it being about 
130,000. The scope and character of this edl- 
tion are thns set forth by the compilers: 

Asa literary Dictionary it is intended to sup- 
ply a key to the written works in the language. 
and av aid to the use of the language itself. by 
registering and explaining the vurious mean- 
ings which are or dave been attached to words 
by writers both new and old, by explainiag idio- 
matic phrases and peculiar constructions, by 
distinguishing obsolete trom current meusanings 
and usages, and by carefully distinguishing be- 
tween words closely synonymous in significa- 
tion. us the real meanings of words and 
che grammatical constructions into which they 
outer are generally most elearly sbhuwn by means 
of illustrative quotations, vast numbers of 
are given, many thousands of them being in- 
serted in the present edition tor the first time. 
It has been thought right to include also a 
large number of the colicquialisms and even 
Slang words and phrases which occur in 
modern literature in the lighter class, thougb, 
of course, attention has been drawn to their 
somewhat peculiar cbaracter and standing. The 
eucyciopeedic character of this Dictionary adds 
greatly to its real usefulness as a book of refer- 
ence, and, in conjunction with the numerous 
interesting quotations it coutains, relieves it of 
the imputation common to dictionaries of being 
unattractive reading. It does not confine itself 
merely to giving the meanings of words; it gives 
also, as a rule, some account of the things to 
which words are applied. The etymology in this 
new edition bas been altogether remodeled and 
brought up to the present state of knowledge 
on the subject, full Use hav been made of the 
labors of both English and foreign philologists 
and etymolog ists. 

There are also 3,000 illustrative engravings 
on wood. The Dictionary is certainly an ad- 
mirable one, and superior to any other of 
which we have_any knowledge in its wealth 
of modern teten! terms.

In the in- 
troduction, written by Mr. W. W. Goodwin, that 
geatieman thoughtfully remarks: We must 
remember that the Socrates of these discourses 
is ju great measure Plato himself, expound- 
ing —under his master’s name, and with much of 
his master’s manner—doctrines of bis own, 
which be bad developed under the inspira- 
tion of the teachings of Socrates, or 
which de believed rates would have 
approved if ‘he could have lived 
to appreciate them.“ This is andoubtedly true, 
especially of the Phiedo. Yet, as Plato was a 
favorit pupil of Socrates, and entertained for 
ulm an admiration and affection which not only 
served him in his last hours, but afterwards em- 
baimed bis wisdom in immortal beauty, it is 
safe to assume that be has but done justice to 
the real Socrates, who may well bave revealed 
his inner self to his young, ardent, sympathetic 
disciple. At all events, whether the fragments 
embodied in this littie book bear largest imprint 
of Socrates or Plato, they are stamped with such 
greatness and purity as the world has seldom 
seen, even in its most favored centuries.

It is now known that the substance of 
glaciers is made up of crystalline grains 
(each grain a single crystal), which increase 
in size as the glacier descends. Swiss phys- 
icists differ as to the nature of this increase. 
Prof. Forel attributes it to freezing of water 
of fusion that comes from the surfate 
through eapillary fissures. The mass cooled 
below zero in winter cannot rise to the tem- 
perature of Zero in summer except by the 
latent heat Whevated by water at zero, when 
On the 
other hand, Prof. Hagenbach- Bischoff thinks 
M. Forel’s theory inapplicable to the compact 
mass of the glacier proper (though it may ex- 
plain the change of puiverulent snow into 
that of the névé, and the change of the 
névé into ice). He considers the cause of the 
increase to lie in the overerystailizing of one 

rain at the expense of its neighbor. The 

rown fact that the melting temperature of 
ice is lowered by excessive pressure and 
raised by extension accounts for the plas- 
ticity of a crystalline mass; water produced 
by fusion at points where the pressure is 
greater is transported and frozen at points 
of less pressure. Ft is further supposed that 
the ¢rystals of ice present differences of com- 
pressibility in thelr different axes; hence 
crystals differeptiy directed will have une- 4 
qual power ot“ raising or lowering the tem- 
perature of fusion under pressure, and some 
will tend to grow at the expense of others 
less favo¥ably directed. 


Hearing in Insects, 

The sense of hearing in insects has been 
recently studied by Herr Gruber. He found 
the cockroach (Blatta germanica) very sen- 
sitive. On sounding a violin-note when a 
cockroach was running across the floor the 
creature always suddenly stopped. Again: 
a number of these cockroaches were in- 
closed in aflass vessel, and on making a 
strong sound there was evident agitation and 
excitement; some would fall down from the 
glass as if paralyzed. A cockroach was 
hung by a thread from its hind les; when it 
was quiet a bow was drawn sharply over the 
violin-strings at the distance of about four 
feet, whereupon the insect was greatly ex- 
cited, and struggled round, getting its head 
uppermost. Beetles alsq were readily af- 
fected by sounds, but grabs and ants gave 
no certain indications. Of aquatic 
insects various kinds of Corixa were tried. 
These would often remain quite quiet for 
several minutes, but, on tavping the glass 
with a glass tube, they rushed about in much 
awitation, A disk at me end of a long roa, 
drawn to and fro in the water near a quiet 
Corixa, produced no effect; but, on conduct 
ing the sound of a struck bell into the . 
by the rod, there was lively reaction; simi- 
larly when a glass bell, stroked with a bow, 
was brought to touch the water. These 
creatures were also sensitive to high viqlin- 
notes in air, to the sound of a metal plate 
struck with a hammer, ete. Still more sensi- 
tive to sound were various aquatic. beet les 
(Laccophilus, Lacecobius, Nepa cinerea, etc.). 
On the other hand various larva, especial:y 
of Ephemerides, were unaffected; but these 
were sensitive to mechanical agitation of the 
water. Herr Gruber considers the response 
the insects made to seund an indication of 
true hearing, and not mere reflex action.

The need for something 
of the kind has long been felt by the munici- 
pality, as the present method of using up the 
contents of the Berlia ‘drains by irriga- 
tion in the immediate geighborbood of 
the capital hae been found defective from a 
sanitary point of view. The main features of 
the system now pro for adoption are that, 
by a very sicapie and inexpensive chemical and 
filteation process, the more solid elements in 
drainage water can be detached and used as a 
rich manure, and that the water remaining can- 
not only be purified to a degree which would en- 
able it io be discharged into rivers without the 
dunger of pouuting tbem, but also drunk by hu- 
man beings without poisoning them. Whether 
the inventor himself has tested his in 
the latter respect does not appear, but his 
method is at ledst worth the attention of all who 
are interested in sanitary refurm.

FINANCIAL, 


The local money market was steady, witha 
fair business considermg the bad weather. 
Country ordera tor currency continue liberal, 
many of them coming from the wheat regions 
of Minuesota, and the grain and live stock 
country to the West and Southwest. Rather 
large sums of money, much of it being gold, are 
ordered bere from New York. The city demand 
for loaus contintes fair at 6@7 per cent interest, 
the inside being quoted on the strect. 

The local bank clearings aggregated 86. 400.000 
yesterday, being about the same as on Thurs- 
day. 

The internal- revenue receipts yesterday were 
£26,949, spirits paying $19,719, cigars and tobacco 
$5,034, and beer $2,155. 

Eustern exchange was dull and weaker yester- 
day at 75059800 discount per $1,000. 

Foreigu exchange was siow at the late ad- 
vance. Sterling was quoted at 484 for sixty 
days, and at 487 on demand; actual rates at 
4834,@486%; English documentary at GIG ix 
and 484. Continental exchange was quoted as 
follows: Bankers' francs, 521% @5l7%4: dvucu- 
mentary bills, 524% and 520%; bankers’ marks, 
Gos: documentary marks, 9444~@04X. 

The New York stock market was more active 
yesterday, and generally weak, Union Pacific, 
Burlington,and Denver, being the leading ex- 
ceptions to a downward movement. Wabash 
and Reading were the most heavily beared. One 
marked feature of the trading was the pull- 
ing out of large lines of stocks seller 
sixty days. The bears are understood to have 
bad nearly everything their own way till near 
the close, the floods in the West being a reason iu 
some cases and an excuse in others for pound- 
ing peices. The later feeling was stronger, with 
a disposition to look for a rally today. 

Parties supposed to be in the contidence of 
Vanderbilt say that the tbreatened competition 
by the Grand Trunk will probably be met by an 
extension of the Canada Southern to Montreal 
and other Cahadian points, and that Canada 
Southern will then be admitted as one of the 
trunk lines. 

The rumor of consolidation of Union Pacific 
with Buritngton is characterized as absurd. 

Arrangements are said to be in progress for 
the admission of Canada Pacific into the fast 
freight system of the New York Central. 

For the second week in February Denver 
earnings show an increase of $11,000. 

The earnings of St. Paul, Minneapolis & Man- 
itoba decreased $25,000 the first week of the 
month. Those of Indiana, Bloomington & West- 
ern decreased $2,674 for the same time. 

It is expected that Louisville & Nashville will 
prove to be a heavy sufferer by the inundations, 
the loss ot business being great. ö 

It is said that the West Shore Road has 400 
miles of track laid, and will be in operation to 
Albany by May 1, and to Syracuse a fortnight 
later. It is thought that the entire double track 
will be completed to Butfalo by the end ot Au- 
gust; 20,000 men are now at work on the con- 
struction. 

The Descubridora Mine, in Soncra, Mexico, is 
being worked by a small company from Virginia 
City. A ledge of gold- bearing ore 15 to It feet in 
width bas been cut, and found to yield $79 per 
ton. Previous to 1745 the old Spaniards took out 
of this mine more thaw $17,000,000 in goid. 

There is a stury out that the chief men in the 
Mutual Union were most crueily sotd by Mr. 
Gould. It is said they were induced to accept 
his proposed terms of settlement malaoly be- 
cause they expected to make a pile by a rise in 
Western Union, which they calculated would 
advance on the announcement of the settle- 
ment. Accordingiv they bought Western Union 
heavily at about . and while they. were joy- 
fully engaged in this work Mr. Gould was un- 
loading on them 60,000 shares of the stock. 
When the party had bought the announcement 
of the consolidation was made,and Western 
Union dropped “like a monkey down a greased 
pole.“ 

Articles have recently appeared in some of the 
New York papers which take a rather gloomy 
view of the business situation of Chicago. Ac- 
cording to these reports the recent failures here 
bave made bankers extremely cautious, and the 
situation on the whole is unsatisfactory if not 
perilous. It is safe to say that these statements 
are gross exaggerations. Nearly all the failures 
here were insignificant, and while perhaps they 
have tended to make local money-lenders 
serutinize closely the paper offered, it is not evi- 
dent that anybody has been hurt, at any rate not 
seriously. Genera! trade is dull, but the increas- 
ing flow of money to the producing regions indi- 
cates that better tinles are coming. All that the

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were active 
and excited yesterday, with a great deal more 
strength in provisions, and top prices for grain. 
The weather was simply atrocious, too bad for 
description, except in the local columns, and 
this called out latent fears for the future, which 
found vent in a big demand for nearly all kinds 
of produce. The demand was more decidediy 
from the country than beretofore, but there 
were also many local buyers, and some of them 
big men at that. There was no especial news to 
give the increased confidence, unless, perhaps, 
that of a widespread Western storm, followed 
by a cold wave. The trading all round was 
mostiy for May delivery. 

Provisions were active and unusually strong. 
Pork advanced 10@l5c, lard 1l0c, and meats lic 
from the latest prices of Thursday, and ual! 
closed nearly at the top. The latest May prices 
on Chauge were $18.67% for pork, $11.75 for lard, 
and 60.82 % for short ribs. Liverpool reported 
an advance of 9d on lard, and 6d on short clears, 
White the local bog market was strong, with a 
smaller supply. With this came a wave of spec- 
ulative buying that seemed to have been gath- 
ing for several days, but lagged behind the rise 
in grain. Prominent parties were buying, and 
after those came a rush of smaller operators 
who bad been selling for a week past under 
the impression that the “yellow wagons were 
dumping their contents into the proyision pit. 
There was a good deal of stuff on sale early in 
the day at the bigher prices, but not much of- 
fered later. The greatest strength was in short 
ribs, which are understood to be in sharp de- 
mand for the South tosupply areas which would 
have drawn their.supplies from other points 
but for the floods in the Southeast. It was also 
feared that very large quantities of product 
will be so badly damaged by the long-continued 
submersion that it cannot de sold for better 
than rejected prices, and will not fill contracts. 
Un the afternoon call May advanced to $18.72% 
for pork and $11.50 for lard, while ribs did not 
sell quite so bigh as on Change. 

Flour was in rather better demand, some 
round lots being taken for export in addition to 
u moderate local trade. The market was very 
strong, in sympatby with wheat, and some lots 
were held bigber. Bran and other coarse mill- 
stutks were firm. 

Wheat was active and much stronger. ad- 
vancing 1@1\c from the latest prices of Thurs- 
day. The market closed strong at the top, at 
$1.10% bid for March and 61.16% bid for May. 
Loudon was reported to be 6d per qr high- 
er, and private cables noted unfavorable 
weather in the British Isies. Of course 
our receipts were small bere. There were 
also rumors and surmises by the thoa- 
sand in reyard to the condition of our winter 
wheat, but none of them were verified, and it 
was remarked that the submerged areas do not 
include any considerable wheat. acreage. But 
there was a big demand from outside. and much 
of it was said to be oa country account, while 
the local shorts were sharp buyers. The de- 
mand was unusuaily steady, there being only a 
set buck of about d towards noon. The car- 
lot offerings were not much wanted, but were 
strong in sympathy with futures. On the after- 
noon call May advanced to $1.16. 

Corn was active and very strong. The market 
eased off Me early in the session, but then ad- 
vanced almost steadily. At the close May was 
gc. being le above the latest price of Thurs- 
day., and other futures were Ke higher, March 
closing at 58½ 0. Liverpool was called 6d per 
quarter higher, and our receipts were smaller. 
with a very light proportion of the higher 
grades, as might have been expected from the 
damp weather. For this reason the lower grades 
were not 80 much stronger, while the speculat- 
ive craze for May was heiped by the belief that 
untold millions of bushels will be degraded 
by current weather conditions, so that it will 
make merchantable corn very scarce next sum 
mer. This wasthe great point in the trading, 
and the fact that strong parties, believed to be 
already long to a big extent, were buying beav- 
ily yesterday made the scalpers afraid to sell.

The Wisconsin Central Company has let 
the contract for the construction of the new 
line between Ashland, the present northern 
terminus of the road, and Duluth. The work 
is to be tompleted as soon as possible the 
present year. The distance is about eighty 
miles, and the line when completed will be 
the connecting link between this city and 
the Northern Paciiice, which it will con- 
nect with at Duluth on the completion of 
the latter. The Northern Pacitic Company 
expect to have their road built to that point 
by Aug. 1, and it is probable the Central’s 
line will also be in serview by that time, 
when the new route will be formally opened. 
The Wisconsin Oentral are pushing their 
lines throughout the entire northern part of 
the State. It is rumored that they have an- 
other important extension in view, which 
Will open upa part of the State as yet unde- 
veloped, the particulars of which have not 
yet been made public, 


The Milwaukee Sentinel says: The block- 
aded portion of the Hastings & Dakota Di- 
vision of the St. Paul Road, trom Milbank 
to Groton, will be opened about the Ist of 
March. The company has made no efforts 
to clear that section for fully three months, 
and considerable grumbling from the snow- 
bound region is the consequence. The offi- 
Cialis are under the impression that a vast 
amount of labor would’ be required to keep 
the track clear, but a gentleman from 
Milbank chims that fifty shovelers 
could go through in one day.
